Herr von 
Mumm, the German Chargé 4d’Affaires, 
called gpon Secretary Hay this’ morning 
and remained in consultation with that of- 
ficial fory some time. Upon the departure 
of the German representative Secretary 
Hay said in the most emphatic manner that 
neither Admiral Dewey's name nor the ex- 
pression credited to him had been men- 
tioned. 

In view of the tact and discretion of Ad- 
-miral Dewey under exasperating circum- 
stances nearly every one characterizes the 
story as absurd, pointing to the unbroken 
record of Dewey and the admirable diplo- 
macy exhibited by him touching upon na- 
tional and international affairs. The “ in- 
cident’ is believed to be closed so far as 
the Navy department is concerned, unless 
Germany should ask for an explanation, 
which is believed to be extremely im- 
probable.

In predicting the restoration of General 
Miles to favor a Cabinet officer recalled that 
during the early stages of the Spanish- 
American war General Miles was almost 
a daily visitor to the Executive Mansion and 
made recommendations freely to the Presi- 
dent. It is true, however, these recommen- 
dations were ignored by the President at the 
instance of General Alger, who has been un- 
friendly to the Commanding General] since 
the civil War. General Corbin also opposed 
the recommendations of the Commanding 
General, and it is due to these influences that 
many mistakes of the Santiago campaign

After being sent to Tampa and recalled 
General Miles went to Santiago and took a

Calls on Voters Who Believe in the 


~ the Secretary of State to Put His 

Name on the Ohio Ticket—Declares 

He Will Treat All Parties Alike in 

His Administration tor the Common 

Good, 
Toledo, O., July 29.—After making repeat- 
red denials that he would be a candidate for 
Governor, and after refusing time after 
time to listen to overtures from both the 
Democratic and labor organizations of the 
State, Mayor Jones today issued the follow- 
ing open letter to the people of Ohio: 

“ During the last two months I have re- 
ceived hundreds of letters from all classes 
of people in every part of Ohio urging me 
to become an independent candidate for the 
officer of Governor of the State. These let- 
ters are not addressed to me because I pos- 
sess a peculiar fitness for the high office 
that is not common to my fellow-men, but 
because, as it appears to me, I happen just 
now to stand in a prominent position, advo- 
cating principles of human Hberty that are 
as old as time and as enduring as eternity. 

“I believe in all of the people, and am, 
therefore, a man withouta party. I believe 
in the people as people, not as partisans, 
or as men, brothers and sisters, having com- 
mon instincts, common interests, and com- 
mon needs. This is what I mean when I de- 
clare for equal opportunities for all. 

‘“*I do not believe that any progress to- 
wards freedom and equal opportunity can 
be gained through partisan politics. Be- 
Meving this to be a foundational truth, I 
therefore declare that I will never again, 
wear the label of any party or claim political 
loyalty to anything less than all of the peo- 


ple. 
Independent of All Parties. 


‘In this way I shall always be free to 
vote and act for principle whatever party 
name it may bear, on the one hand, or inde- 


other, and the whole people shall always 
have the first claim on my services and af- 
fection, rather than a fragment of them 
named a political party. Gage. 

‘‘There are many indications that the

LUMBER TO GO UP FIFTY CENTS. 


Big Demand in Minneapolis, Minn., 
Will Cause Fifth Advance in 
Price in Present Year. 


Minneapolis, Minn., July 29.—Lumber will 
advance another 50 cents straight Monday 
morning, this being the fifth marked ad- 
vance in prices this year. The lumber in- 
terests claim to be entirely justified in ad- 
vancing the price. It has been many years 
since there was such a demand as the pres- 
ent season has shown, and even with the 
advancing prices the demand continues 
to exceed the supply. 

In the case of elevator builders, who are 
using “ cribbing in great quantities, there 
seems to be an end of things, and it ap- 

ars that they will soon have to resort 
either to the higher grade of “ cribbing,” 
which is almost too expensive for the pur- 
pose, or take to steel for elevator building. 

There have been but few years when 80 
much activity has been shown in the ele- 
vator business. ‘This is partly attributed 
to the growth of new towns along the Great 
Northern in northern Minnesota and the 
Minneapolis and St. Louis in the southern 
part, and partly to the excellent wheat 
prospects this season.

MORE THAN 50,000 MEN MAY QUIT 
WORK THIS WEEK. 


OE Likely to Be Called Off at 
Every Building in the City Where 
Construction Material Made in Non- 

Union Yards Is Used—Manufacturers 
Refuse to Send Representatives to 
Conference Called to Discuss the 
Situation—Court Injunction Issues. 


More than 50,000 workmen in the build- 
dng trades will be thrown out of 
employment this Geek, and work will

4n the city where brick made in non-union 
yards is used in its construction if the busi- 
ness agents’ of the Building Trades Council 
carry out their intention. ; 

No representatives of the brick manufac- 
turers were present yesterday at the con- 
ference of those involved in the brickmakers’ 
‘strike at the rooms of the Masons and 
Builders’ association, and as a result noth- 
ing was done in the way of settling the difmfi- 
culty. Committees were present from the 
brickmakers’ alliance, the Building Trades 
Council, the Hod Carriers’ union, and the 
‘Masons and Builders’ association. After 
waiting half an hour for representatives of 
the manufacturers to come those present 
went into executive session, in which the sit- 
uation was discussed, and’a Press commit- 
tee, composed of Herman Lillian of the Hod 
‘Carriers, Charles Hank of the alliance, and 
B.°F. Bowman of the Masons and Builders’ 
association, was appointed. The members 
of this committee will be the sole dis- 
pensers of news from their side of the con- 
troversy, and it was announced they would 
give out a statement, of their side of the 
trouble tomorrow.

They say at least 10,000 
men ceased work yesterday noon who will 
not begin work tomorrow. The strikers are 
confident they will win. 


Manufacturers Are Hopeful. 

The manufacturers, on the other hand, 
declare that they have the best of reasons 
for knowing there is much opposition to a 
continuation of the strike on the part of 
many mémbers of the unions affiliated with 
the Building Trades Council, and profess to 
believe that a week or two of idleness will 
create a,sentiment which .will force the 
brickmakers to resume work. One reason 
for this alleged dissatisfaction among the 
members of the council is declared to be the 
fact that the bri rs are not affiliated 
with the council,’“and the manufacturers 
say there is a strong opposition to the coun- 
cil taking up the fight for this outside union 
and prosecuting it to the extent of throwing 
practically all its own members out of em- 
ployment for an indefinite length of time. 

The manufacturers assert also that there 
is a strong sentiment on the part of many of 
the members of the council against sym- 
pathetic strikes, and that many of them 


may be lost, in order that the sympathetic 
strike may be done away with. | 

Again it is declared the manufacturers 
hold the key to the situation by reason of 
the fact that it will be impossible to secure 
enough bricks from outside points to carry 
on building operations hefe, and that they 
can stand a period of enforced idleness bet- 
ter than the workmen can. 

But even if outside bricks come in, it is 
declared they will not be handled, because 
practically all the leading contractors in 
the city are members of the Masons and 
Builders’ association, which has an agree- 
ment to use no brick except those made by 
Chicago manufacturers. This is in consid- 
eration of the manufacturers agreeing to 
pay the contractors $1 per 1,000 rebate on all 
bricks used by them. It is said also that 
the members of the Masons and Builders’

Victory for Union Company.

season has Chicago’s growing summer 
garden habit manifested itself s0 
thoroughly and buoyantly. The peo- 
ple are getting better acquainted with 
these pleasure resorts. A tour of some of 
the leading places of a night shows scenes 
reflected from the gay breathing places of 
the old world, where cares are forgot and re- 
creation is the zealous aim of the hour. Of 
course, at times this zeal for a lively even- 
ing yeads into forbidden ways and resuirs 
in long and loud complaints that are as just 
as they are long and loud, but there are many 
people in Chicago who look upon the sum- 
mer resorts in the aggregate as more of a 
blessing than a curse—as a sort of safety 
valve through which the repression of hours 
of toil finds vent, to the help and refresh- 
ment of the masses. 
The fact that the summer gardens have 
becn taken up more and more by the ex- 
clusive classes has tended to their elevation 
and expansion. All the way from South Chi- 
cago to the Evanston dead line, the resorts 
are approaching higher and higher altitudes 
of respectability. Of course, some of them 
are bad in the extreme. The- police are 
watching these with orders to give correc- 


tive treatment, when needed, 


The summer garden habit, as of wide- 
spread extent, is of recent development in 
Chicago. A few seasons ago the people as 
a mass and the garden were utter strangers, 
But then the garden, save in a few cased, 
was nothing more inviting than the dingy 
back yard of a badly managed beer saloon. 
Today it is growing to be a gorgeous thing, 
with a management as jealous of its reputa- 
tion as is the management of a good hotel. 


Lessen Work of Police. 


The number of summer gardens this sea- 
son is so great that they have entered large- 
ly into the calculations of the Police de- 
partment. And that the tendency among 


the fact that the police say the summer 
gardens have lessened their work in pre- 
serving the peace. 

‘People go to the summer gardens and 
they come away good-natured,” said In- 
spector Heidelmeier of the North Side di- 
vision of police, who is recognized as an 
authority on this and kindred subjects. 

Only last week Mayor Harrison sent a 
letter of instructions to Chief Kipley, call-. 
ing to his attention flaws in the manage- 
ment of some of the summer gardens on 
the North Side. The most offensive thing 
about them, according to this letter, was 
the private wineroom. The Mayor took the 
ground that a summer garden with private 
winerooms attached is an intolerable cvil, 
As no person of self-respect patronizes the 
places that have these winerooms, they are 
catalogued by the police as institutions con- 
stituting a nuisance in the neighborhood 
and police Captains are instructed to sup- 
press them.

Grow Rapidly in Number. | | | 

Three years ago there were not a haif 
dozen of these cool evening retreats in the 
city. There was one place on the north 
shore which had for years been conducted 
with such precision that people who held 
themselves above patronizing a saloon, and 
who never drank intoxicants, were pleased 
to go to it. An admission fee of 25 cents 
was charged and good music was provided, 
and every summer evening it was crowded. 
It was a large place, but not large enough 
for all who wished to attend it, and when 
its patronage had reached that state another 
respectable summer garden was opened not 
far away. That could not accommodate all 
of the overflow patronage from the first one, 
and then followed another and another that 
same summer. 

Others were added two years ago and still 
more of them last year. This year half the 
people of Chicago may at one time or an- 
other find themselves restfng and spending

The original Chicago home of the summer 
‘garden is on the North Side, along the lake 
shore, but this season the South Side has 
so many pretentious institutions of this sort 
that people sometimes go from Lake View 
to Hyde Park to sit around a white painted 
table and hear a band play operatic selec- 
tions. On the West Side are but few places 
that in the newer Nght of events can be 


called summer gardens. 


» Task for City Collector. | 

A full and official count of the summer 
gardens of Chicago has not been made, but 
men are at work on that task now for the 
benefit of the city collector. 
“We have not finished counting them 
said Deputy Collector McCarthy, ‘‘ and we 
have not yet adopted a method of classifying 
them. We have not decided exactly what 
is a summer garden. There is the saloon

A man usually adjusts himself 
to his surroundings, and for that reason the 
proper sort of a summer garden, such as 
is bécoming so common in Chicago now, puts 
a man in a pleasant, congenial frame of 
mind without leading him to excess.”’ | 
One may judge for himself how much truth 
is in the observation of Chief Kipley by rid- 
ing on one of the late cars with a belated 
summer garden crowd. ‘The North Side 
furnishes good opportunity for the study. 
The residents of Ravenswood say they do 
not like the summer garden patrons who 
come into their vicinity to hear music and 
to linger over cold steins. The Ravenswood 
folks say these people are too noisy, but 
they do not deny that they are good-hu-

Some of the promoters of municipal art 
and higher life for Chicago have pointed out 
the benefit of the respectable summer gar- 
den. They argue that such places reduce 
drunkenness in the community and at the 
same time tend to prolong and brighten the 
lives Of the people by giving them oppor- 
tunity for harmless and moderate relaxa- 
tion after a day passed at grinding toll. 

As there are several kinds, as well as sev- 
eral degrees, of summer gardens, the patron 
may choose the kind that will afford him the 
most pleasant and beneficial evening hour. 
There are half a dozen places on the North 
Side alone where orchestral music of the 
first quality is rendered. It is at these that 
the family group most frequently is found. 
In some of them on any evening nearly half 
of the hundred tables will be found sur- 
rounded by fathers and mothers of correct 
habits with their:children, and usually a 
neighbor and his wife to complete the idea 


‘of a visit. 


Place for Family Gatherings. 


By the time the second number on the 
program has been played a dozen or more of 
these groups have coalesced imto a half 
dozen, by means of recognitions and intro- 
ductions. The occasion is then easily en- 
larged into an evening at a musical, a re- 
union of friends, at once a visit and an out-: 
ing—and life is made easier and brighter.

From an economic view point the summer 
garden looks to many people like a thing 
worth preserving. It helps out the street 
car companies by increasing the travel. It 
helps out the breweries, and the pop fac- 
tories, and the cigarmakers. It furnishes 
employment ‘to armies of waiters, and mué¢ 
Siclans, and actor folks, who probably 
would be driving ice wagons if it were not 
that these places give them opportunity to 
continue in their profession. | 

Many reformers have come out Into the 
open and declared for the summer garden 
on the ground that it serves to draw people 
away. from the saloons. These, however, 
were speaking for the better sort of summer 
garden. The action of Mayor Harrison indi- 
cates that there is much governmental work 
to be done before the summer garden has 
been relieved of the blot on its name caused 
by the existence of places where no effort is.

FEW PICTURE BUYERS CHEATED 


W. L. B. Jenney Denies Truth of the 
Statement Many “Old Masters’ 
Owned in America Are Spurious. 


The statement made by an English ex-~ 
pert on old paintings that he had refused 
to investigate Chicago and New York pri- 
vate collections respecting the genuineness 
of pictures purporting to have been painted 
by old masters, on the ground that he knew 
that most of them were forgeries, and hence 
it was useless to examine them, attracted 
considerable attention among the few Chi- 
cago artists who are in the city at the pres- 
ent time. William Le Baron Jenney, who 
was appointed recently as one of the Mu- 
nicipal Art Commissioners, said yesterday 
that he was unable to state whether or not 
the pictures in private collections were 
genuine. ‘“‘I never have examined the pic- 
tures in the private collections closely,”’ 
said Mr. Jenney, *“‘and hence I would be 
unable to state whether they are genujne 
or not. Of one thing I am certain, how- 


‘ever: that is that every picture in the Art 


Institute is what it pretends to be. I am 
inclined to believe that the statement made 
by the artist is overdrawn, as most of the 
men who have made collections have been 
able to tell a genuine picture from a forgery. 
Some of them have employed well-known 
artists to select,their pictures, and it would 
be next to imposgible to deceive these men.” 
It seems to be the general impression that 
the expert has overdrawn upon the sub- 
ct, for the pictures of the old masters for 
the most part are detected readily from 
forgeries. The charge recently made that 
a Madonna by Raphael, which had been one 
of the principal objects of interest in a 
German cathedral, was nothing more than 
a forgery, has tended to weaken the faith 
of lovers of art in the paintings of the old 
masters.

WITH MUSHROOM BULLETs. 


First Use of This Much-Condemneg 
Cartridge in America, It Is Saia. 
Authorities of the Institution State 


Do Not Expect to Shoot the Convicts 
and Have Not Fired One for More 
than Twenty Years. 


Every guard on the penitentiary walls at 


the rifles are loaded with “ dumdum ” bul- 
lets. This particular sort of bullet is the 
one that was denounced in the peace con- 
ference at The Hague as a barbarous im- 
plement of warfare. It is the kind of bullet 
that was found to be so effective by the Brit- 
ish soldiers in India in their recent encoun- 
ters with the rébels. It is the same sort of 
projectile that was the subject of discussion 
in the British House of Commons last week 
because it was furnished to the troops who 
were to be used ‘against the Boers in the 
event of war in the Transvaal. This is said 
to be the first instance ofits use in the United 


States. 
The guards who are armed with rifles 


no prisoner escapes from the yard of the 
penitentiary, and if they ever see a prisoner 
slip over the wall and make for the timber 
they will make an epoch in American target 
practicé by firing dumdum bullets into him. 


Look Like Ordinary Bullets. 

To all outward seeming the cartridges are 
the same as the ones used by the Spanish 
soldiers who defended the City of Santiago 
last summer. The btllets used by the Span- 
fards were said by the surgeons to be the 
most humane bullets ever fired in war, but 
they differ from the “ dumdum ” in the fact 
that the latter has an unsheathed tip. These 
new style bullets used at Joliet are made by 
an American firm, and they are described on 
the labels of the boxes that contain them as 
‘‘soft nose bullets.”” When they are fired 
into a body the soft nose flattens and 
spreads and the long projectile assumes the 
shape of a mushroom. For that reason they 
are sometimes called ‘“* mushroom bullets.” 
Other names used to designate them are, 
“expansive bullets,” ‘man stoppers.” 
‘‘ spreading bullets,” and sometimes, though 
erroneously, explosive bullets.” 
One of these projectiles makes a small hole 
on entering, but in passing out it tears away 
the flesh and leaves a ragged wound, some- 
times as large as a man’s hand. They have 
not been tried on a human target at Joliet, 
but Deputy Wafden M. E, Lukes, who has 
charge of the guards and the armory, says 
the rifles will shoot two miles and bring 
down a man at that distance. | 
This new arm was provided for just be- 
fore Warden McClaughry left. His suc- 
cessor, E. J. Murphy, found the new rifles 
and the strange bullets when he arrived, 
He ‘examined the rifles and found they were 
the latest model of the Mauser, and the 
most: desirable for the reasons that they 
were? light, simple of construction, and of 
long range. 

Warden Murphy Approves Them. 
“TI. never paid much attention to the 
bullets,’? said Warden Murphy. “I am not 
skilled in such matters and did not ques- 
tion the merits of the weapons or the am- 
munition, because I believed Mr. Mc- 
Claughry would not have sanctioned the 
use of either if they were objectionable. I 
do not now see any objection to them. If 
we did not use them we would use the old 
rifles, whose bullets were all soft, and 
which, I am told, make even a worse wound, 
As we never expect to shoot anybody hera, 
I suppose there will be no harm.”’ 
Captain Lukes, who has been*a Deputy 
Warden at the penitentiary for nearly a 
quarter of a century, said the arms com- 
pany that imported the Mauser rifles for 
the Joliet institution supplied the bullets. 
‘We did not ask for the ‘dumdum’ or 
‘soft-nosed’ bullets,’’ he said. “ We or- 
dered cartridges. and those were sent. I 
never, in fact, noticed that the noses of the 
bullets were soft until some time after we 


began to use the rifles. I did not think 


anything of it then, and probably never 
would have paid any attention to the mat- 
ter if it had not beén for the discussion in 
the peace congress. It has been twenty- 
two years since @ man was shot here. so 
you -can see there is not much likelihood 
y ever being made a victim of 
one of these bullets.’ | 

Chaplain Matlack of the prison said he 
did not regard the new sort of bullets as 
deserving condemnation.

Some German Editors Express Disap- 
pointment Over the Work. of the 
Czar’s Conference, While Others 
Are Gleeful Because So Little Was 
Accomplished—Some Criticism for 
British and American Delegates— 
oer: at German 


Berlin, July 29.—[Copyright, 1899, by the 
Associated Press.J~The papers this week 
have been giving their verdicts on the out- 
come of the.peace conference at The Hague. 
The tone of the comment of papers friendly 
to the conference generally 1s one of disap- 
pointment that so little has been accom- 
plished, while those opposing indulge in 
gleeful felicitations that no more was ac- 
complished. The Tageblatt considers that 
the form of arbitration adopted marks an 
important, step toward securing the peace 
of the world, and adds: 

“Whoever knows the toilsome way in 
which progress of international law is made 
will be satisfied with this result.” 

The Post says: “ The result shows that 
those who had been neither too optimistic 
nor too pessimistic in expectations Were in 
the right.”’ 

The most important result the Post sees 
is that a method is now open to nations for 
settling difficulties, saying: 

‘While the conference has not ushered 
in the millennium, still it shows that the 
powers are earnestly striving to preserve 
for the people the blessings of peace.”’

and the existing social order as having the 
same political rights as other parties.” 

The Dresdener Nachrichten reéchoes this 
sentiment, adding that the idea of political 
equality for Socialists is against public wel- 
fare, and hence it is the duty of Judges 
everywhere to take into account this fact 
in the administration of justice.

Salisbury’s Proposal for a Joint Com- 
- mission Leaves an Opening for 


London, July 29.—[Copyright, 1809, by As- 
sociated Press.]—The Marquis of Salisbury 
haying at last broken silence on the Trans- 
vaal question in so decided a manner, it may 
be expected that President Kruger will hard- 
ly be likely to refuse to listen to the govern- 
meéent’s new proposal for a joint commission 
to examine the franchise bill.

Review is particularly bitter in its attitude,

favor. 
The official view, however, seems to fevor 
this as a general basis fora 
friendly arrangement. It is pointed out that 
as the United States, Canada, and Great 
Britain have to live as neighbors, and in 
their hearts desire to live as friends, neither 
side can afford to assume a non-possumus 
attitude, nor act as if this were to be the 
last transaction to be arranged, and as the 
main question at issue, though almost lost 
to view among the multitude of irritating 
side issues, was a means of easy access to 
the Klondike, the lease of a harbor-would 
seem to meet the practical needs of Canada. 
On the other hand, the Saturday Review 
voices the feeling of a considerable section 
of the public in pointing out that by accept- 
ing the suggested settlement Canada debars 
herself from again raising the question of 
territorial right and becomes a mere licensee 
where she claims to be the owner in fee 
simple. Many think the proposed com- 
promise would lead to endless complications, 
annoyances, acts of retaliation, and at- 
tempts on ome side to exceed their own or 
restrict the other side's rights. | 


Saturday Review’s Advice. 

Under the proposed compromise, the Sat- 
urday Review thinks, Canada ought in no 
event Ao“surrender her rights in interna- 
tional law, unless she concurrently receives 
considerable concessions from the United 
States on other questions before the com- 
mission. 

The Saturday Review proceeds to claim 
that Canada now sufficies for herself, both 
politically and economically, and has no 
further need of the United States; that only 
the most factious policy on the part of Great 
Britain could revive the annexationist party 
in Canada; and.asks what possible reason 
Canadians could have for involving the 
country in the gravest international ques- 
tions. The article concludes as follows: 

“With thousands of Americans slaughter- 
ing Filipinos, whom they went to free, 
while the truth is concealed from the pub- 
lic by methods worse than Russia’s, as an 
instance of external aggression, and with 
a reign of terror in Cleveland, where a 
tram strike is conducted with nitro-glyc- 
erin bombs, as an example of internal con- 
vulsion, there is raised the grave question 
of what will happen when the present tide 
of prosperity turns. Therefore to urge 
Canada to go beyond the bounds of reason- 
able concession would be good neither for 
her nor the empire.”’

FRESH QUARREL IN IRELAND. 


Proposal to Erect a Monument to Par- 
nell Develops a Storm of Par- 
tisan Protest. |

Dublin, July 29.—Every new Nationalist 
movement in Ireland now appears to pro- 
duce a fresh schism, and the proposal to 
erect a monument to Parnell is no excep- 
tion to the rule. A meeting with that ob- 
ject was held under the Presidency of the 
Lord Mayor of Dublin this week, and let- 
ters approving the project were read from 
Dillon and Justin. McCarthy, while John 
Redmond attended and spoke’ in its favor. 
But the extreme section, who are supposed 
to be in sympathy with Redmond, devel- 
oped strong hostility on the ground that un- 
til the movement for raising a monument 
to Wolfe Tone, of 1798 fame, ig successfully 
carried through Parnell shéuld get no me- 
morial. 

Redmond argued that there was nothing 
inimical in the two projects, but he could 
not allay the opposition, and the motion in 
favor of a Parnell monument was only car- 
ried after a hot debate and a division which 
showed its opponénts to be a considerable 
minority. 


Frantic with Indignation. 

Dublin is frantic with indignation over the 
emasculation by the House of Lord’s commit- 
tee of a bill promoted by the Dublin corpora- 
tion in Parliament to enable it to extend its 
boundaries by taking in a number of town- 
ships which have grown up around its 
borders. q 

These townships, which are practically a 
part of Dublin, are mainly restdential, and 
in all except one the Tories have control of 


vantages of proximity to the city, of which 
90 per cem of their residents use the roads 
and enjoy the public facilities; but because 
the Dublin corporation has a Nationalist 
majority the townships fiercely resist any 
inclusion within the city boundaries. 

The bill passed through the House of Com- 
mons, where it was bitterly fought for twenty 
days, though the co yoration, to disarm the 
townships, conceded them a preferential tax 


_rating and offered them a far larger’ repre- 


sentation in the proposed new governing 
body of Greater Dublin than they were 
proportionately entitled to. In the House 
of Lords the bill was referred to a committee 
presided over by the Duke of Northumber- 
land, with four other peers, all except one of 
whom are Unionists. The ground landlords 
of two of the principal townships which it is 
proposed to include in Dublin happen to be 
peers, 
Ardilaun, while some other peers also own 
land in the other townships‘in question. 


Rejection of the Bill. 

The case made out for the bill was over- 
wheiming, but after fifteen days’ considera- 
tion the Duke of Northumberland, without 
giving any reason, announced that the com- 
niittee could only pass the bill on the condi- 
tion that the townships be excluded. The 
other powers sought in the bill are unim- 
portant. So the decision is equivalent to a 
rejection of the bill after the corporation 
had spent $200,000 promoting it. : 

Private bills are supposed to be dealt with 
by the committees purely on their merits, 
and the vast majority of them are, but in this 
case the ‘Unionist people had a chance of 
obliging their Irish colleagues while deal- 
ing a blow at an Irish Nationalist corpora- 
tion, and they could not resist the tempta- 
tion. 

The bill comes back to the House of Com- 
mons on Tuesday for an agreement with the 
Lords’ amendments, and the Nationalist 


aparty is endeavoring to get it restored to its 


former shape, but if they succeed it will 
certainly be thrown out"by the Lords. 
Bitter resentment is felt throughout Ire- 
land at this scandalous abuse of its powers 
by the House of Lords, and the only hope of 
the Dublin corporation now is in the support 
of the Gladstonian party in the House of 
Commons, though a short time ago the 
corporation refused to give it a site for a 
Gladstone memorial. |

This referred to @ meeting called by & 
uitlander who had come over to Canada 
to see if he could arouse public opinion 
against Kruger. The meeting was attended 
by several Senators and members of Par- 
Jiament, who favored the passage of fy 
sympathetic resolution by the Parliament 
of Canada. It was, however, found difficult 
to induce the government to take any such 
step in view of the complications threaten- 
ing with Canada’s own uitlanders in British 
Columbia and the Yukon, but it appeared 
there were Ministers who felt strongly 
about Kruger, and one of them, speaking un- 
Officially, said: 

“T consider Kruger’s conduct cruel in the 
extreme. The British will be quite justified 
in putting a stop with the strong hand to 
his treatment of the English-speaking resi- 
dents of the Transvaal. He has treated the 
Queen’s subjects more like dogs than men. 

“The Boers seem.to have looked upon the 
British who had settled in their country 
as not much better than the old-time slaves. 

“ Contrast Boer dealings with the English- 
speaking element, and the British dealings 
with the Boers in Cape Colony. The Boers 
gare given every advantage enjoyed by the 
British. It is high time they should be 
taught the lesson that the British in the 
Transvaal are entitled to the same treat- 
ment as the Boers in the Cape Colony and 
other British possessions in south Africa. 

“If my colleagues were all of the same 
opinion as myself,” he added, “ Parllament 
would be asked to pass a strong resolution 
calling for British interference in the Trans- 
val.” | | 

| Increase Lauri¢ér’s Salary. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s refusal to accept a 
money testimonial from his followers, to 
proyide for himself and family, in view of 
his straitened circumstances, and his salary 
being insufficient to support the dignity of 
his position, has resulted in his salary be- 
ing raised $5,000 a year. It is now $13,000 
a year. Two of the Ministers, the Hon. Mr. 
Paterson and Sir Heri Joli de Lotbiniere, are 
heads of departments formerly under the 
charge of controllers, and have been draw- 
ing salaries of $5,000 a year, against $7,000 
allowed the other Ministers. They are now

Canada Committed to Preference. 

Canada’s government recently committed 
itself to the policy of obtaining a preference 
in the British markets when practicable. 
Here are the words of the Premier on the 
subject: ‘“‘It is the duty of the government 
of Canada by all means in its power, and 
soon as it can possibly do so, to get prefer- 
ential trade in the markets of Great Britain 
the products of Canada.’”” The opposi- 
tion subsequently brought in resolutions on 
the above lines, which, however, Sir Wilfrid 
declined to accept on the ground that he 
was preparing a resolution of his own.

Michigan to flow into the Chicago River 
and the drainage canal, now nearing com- 
pletion, and also join in the request, which 
I am informeé has been made to you, to re- 
voke the permit so granted. ! 

I beg to state that when it was learned 
in St. Louis that an application was about 
to be made for said permit a written protest 
was forwarded at once to the Secretary of 
War with a request that St. Louis be given 
an Opportunity to be heard in opposition to 
sald applicat‘on before the same should be 
considered or acted upon. No such oppor- 
tunity, however, was afforded, nor was the 
repuest of St. Louis acknowledged. 

The danger to the people of this city and 
to the people of the lower Mississippi Val- 
ley should the sewage of the City of Chi- 
cago be discharged into the Misssissippl 
River, which furnishes the supply of drink- 
ing water to thousands, cannot be overesti- 
mated. The water works system of St. 
Louis will be rendered useless and, for all 
practical Purposes, destroyed.

ALLEGED WEALTH IN KANSAS. 


/ Immense Deposits of Gold, Silver, and 
Zine Bearing Shale Said to Have 
Been Found Near Ellis. © 


Denver, Colo., July 29.—[Special. ]—The im- 
mense deposits of shale which underlie the 
entire western half of Kansas may yet yield 
a flood of gold. Denver men are already 
making experiments towards finding the 
magic key that will unlock the metals of 
the earth so far as this particular locality 
is concerned. Recently a shipment of the 
shale rock was sent to Florence, Colo., and 
treated with a remarkable showing. The re- 
turns were ’8 per cent zinc, $14 in gold, and 
three ounces in silver. 

With another process to be tried next 
week it is expected that if the returns are 
only half of this there will still be a good 
profit and enough in sight to warrant the 
erection of a plant capable of treating at 
least 2,000 tons of rock a day. ; 

The rock is similar to the formations 
around Johannesburg and the quantity Is 
almost limitless. Several companies have 
already been oO to mine the 
ore, Colonel Holladay, a director 
of the Santa F6 railroad, being at the head 
of them. Others interested are 8S. 8. Ott, 
former Land Commissioner for Santa Fé, 
and Colonel Fred J. Close. | 

The deposits are near Ellis, Kas., 300 miles 
from the mountains. The valuable area 
contains 12,000 or 14,000 acres, and the 
formation averages 300 feet in thickness.

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STOCKS IN SUMMER RUT. 


LITTLE DOING ON THE WALL STREET 
SECURITY EXCHANGE, 


All Evidences Point to Continued and 
Even Greater Prosperity, and the 
Strong Interests of the Market Are 
in a Hopeful Mood—West Comes Into 
Being as a Money Power—Improved 
Conditions Reflected in the Earn- 
ings of the Railroads. 


{BY H. ALLAWAY.] 

New York, July 29.—[Special.]—We have 
a vacation market. No important interest 
is active, or apparently even watchful of 
the course of prices. Quotations sag or’ 
advance on an average only across frac- 
tional lines. Of business developments 
practically every announcement is’ encour- 
aging. Commercially.and industrially the 
record tends all one way—favorably. And 


‘ from every quarter is to be had a uniform 


statement of progress and advantage. 

Money making is almost everywhere the 
rule. Multitudinous are the signs of pros- 
perity. Nowhere is there token of draw- 
back or of aught signifying that anything 
else than good times are to continue. Of 
seriously discouraging elements none shows. 
And. though Wall street has 
abundant from none of them come sugges- 

_tions worthy of’ consideration. Blue talkers 
talk nonsense, They do not attempt to dis- 
pute the amplifying proofs of betterment. 

Crop damage representations are com- 
pletely disposed of. We hear naught of 
them now. Instead there is evidence that 
foreign crops ‘are short and that demands 
beyond the average will be made upon us by 
consumers. Western conditions are all that 
Western business could ask. 

The one bugaboo to which bear hearts 
have chiefly clung has*been the possibility 
of money market disturbances. Some 
tightening of rates has been showing. We 
are going to be obliged to ship money in 
volume west for crop harvesting and crop 
moving purposes. But a canvass of bankers 
shows that such loans by New York to the 


West will this year fall fat below what have 


hitherto been considered nominal bounds, 
and New York bankers do not hesitate to 
say that this Western movement of money 
will relatively be inconsequential. 


Prosperity of the West. 

The President of one of the biggest banks 
in Wall street said to me today that New 
York this year would not have to send West 
money equal to 30 per cent of the aggregate 
of funds which Western banks are actually 
joaning in New York or through New York. 
This same banker quoted to me transac- 
tions wherein New York banks lately have 
loaned here and abroad millions of money 
for the account of correspondents beyond 


*hicago. 
exemplifications of Western inde- 
pendence and financia] strength have 
abounded. More than 50 per cent of gilt- 

municipal bonds brought out here 
-guring the last six months have been taken 
by representatives of Western investors. 
This is wholly a new record. Nothing ap- 
proaching it was ever hitherto even antici-

Stock Market Dullness. 

Despite the fact that improvement is rul- 
ing, however, the disposition of men con- 
trolling money is to hold aloof from the 
stock market. This is true not only of the 
ordinary trader, but of those who are 
strongest and most important. The Rocke- 
fellers, the Vanderbilts, and others of such 
financial caliber choose to yacht and golf 
in these midsummer days rather than give 
heed to the stock market situation. 

They have large plans. Their agents are 
industriously at work upon projects which, 
when developed, must have influence upon 
the course of values, but for the present 
there is no disclosure of even the slightest 
interest upon the part of these men, who 
are most to be counted upon ordinarily 
for leadership. 

European transactions of the New York 
security market are insignificant, but while 
the foreigners are not buying they_have 
ceased to sell. Theré seems to be abroad, as 
well as here, the waiting disposition. 

Among the professional speculators of the 
Stock Exchange, among those who are for- 
ever at business, who know no seasons, but 
are every day nagging away at quotations, 


_pentiment continues to be bearish, The 


fact that there is no disclosure of interest 
upon the part of strong men induces such 
traders—always ready for guerrilla work— 
to do what they can to work quotations 
downward. They are the inventors of the 
fables which daily give quasi interest te 
midsummer life in Wall street; they are the 
ones who go itn for campaigns which claim 
to be gloriously successful when they can 
net as much as a whole 1 per cent profit. 
But a market narrow enough to give prom- 
inence and influence to such picayune ma- 
nipulators is not one toward which much 
public interest may be attracted. 

It is certain, none the less, that the fore- 
most men of Wall street are expectant of 
better things—expectant of activity and 
Strength. It will be altogether contrary 
to the anticipations of such leaders if we 
do not soon have an old-fashioned Wall 
street revival.

FIRE MARSHAL SWENIE IS 65. 


Sits at His Desk and Manages the De- 
partment Just as if It Were 
Not His Birthday. 


Denis J. Swenie was 65 years old yester- 
day, but he sat at his desk and conducted the 
affairs of the Fire department all day as 
though it was like any other day, or hea 
younger man by twenty years. On Dec. 3 
next he will have given fifty of his sixty-five 
years of life to the service of the depart- 
ment, and he still leaves his office or his bed 
to fight “the big fires from the street upon 
ladders, or in smoke-filled buildings. 

With a record of dozensof narrow escapes 
from death and a body covered with the 


is still a hardy, healthy, active man, with 
no cares of age to weigh him down, and no 
ills to hinder him in competing’ with the 
syounger men among his subordinates. He 
is always to be found at the point where he 
can do the niost good. Ordinarily, that point 
is his desk in the City Hall, but every big 
fire or even the small ones im the dangérous 
districts bring him to the scene, and he at 
once assumes active command. 

Denis J. Swenie began his life in Glasgow, 
Scotland, where he was born of Irish parent- 
age. He remained there until he was 14 
years old, attending the public schools. He 
arrived in New York in July, 1849, came to 
Chicago almost immediately, and found em- 
ployment with E. C. Peck, who manufac- 
tured harness, firemen’s hats, and leather 
hose at 170 Lake street. His connection with 
the Fire department began in business rela- 
tions through this firm. On Dec. 3, 1849, he 
became a member of the Volunteer Fire de- 
partment. He was enrolled with Hose com- 
pany No. 8, which was stationed at Olark 
and Kinzie strects. He was one of the or- 
ganizers of the Sheridan Guards company, 
and served as its Lieutenant. 

He was promoted during the winter of 
, 1856-’57 to be assistant chief, and later be- 
came chief engineer. It waslargely through 
his efforts that the paid Fire department 
was organized and the first steam engine 
purchased. He was the foreman of Engine 
company No. 7 from 1861 to 1867, and when 
the engine, Fred Gund, was purchased he 
was given charge of it. It was with this en- 
gine that he fought through the big fire, and 
by his nerve and executive ability saved four 
blocks of the fire-swept district of the North 
Side. In 1873 he was appointed Assistant 
Marshal under Chief Benner, and on Novy, 
10, 1879, attained his present rank. He has 
been reappointed by each succeeding Mayor,

MARQUISE PONTENOY’S LETTER, 


(Copyright, 1200, by the Marquise de Fontenog.) 


EXT to the Marquis de Gallifet there 
is no officer of the French army who 
is the hero of so many stories indi- 
cative of personal courage and gal- 
lantry as General de Negrier; wh 

name is usually coupled with that of t 
Marquis as representing all that is mo rs 
brilliant, chivalrous, and best in French 
military life. It is, therefore, singularly ua- 
fortunate that General de Gallifet, acting 
in his capacity of Minister of War, should 
have been obliged by the public utterances 
of General de Negrier to dismiss the lat- 
ter from his office as member of the Su- 
preme Council of War, and likewise of Ig- 
spector General of a number of army corps, 
a post which practically is equivalent to 
that of a Field Marshal, since in deferené¢e 
to republican prejudices that highest of 
all dignities in the army has been abolished. 
For the dismissal will, of course, lay De 
Gallifet open to a charge on the part of 
his foes that he availed himself of his pow- 
er as Minister of War to get rid of his only 
rival in prestige and celebrity. 

As in the dene of De Gallifet, there are 
sO many stories about Negrier that it is 
difficult to know where to begin and how 
much to tell. He comes from a family of 
soldiers. His grandfather secured the cross 
of the Legion of Honor from the first Na« 
poleon on the battlefield of Friedland, where, 
at the age of only 23, he received promotion 
to the rank of Colonel. He was wounded 
at Waterloo and killed in the revolution 
Paris of 1848, His son, the father of. 
officer who has just been disciplined, was - 
that General de Negrier who carried the 
cemetery of Solferino at the point of the 
bayonet tn 1859, 

The present General de Negrier has been 
a soldier since his seventeenth year. He 
was a Captain tn a line regiment when the 
war with Germany broke out, and was 
wounded at the head of his company at the 
battle of St. Privat. He was still in hospital 
when Metz surrendered, and a few days 
later he made his escape from the fortress. 
Stopped by a patrol of two German lancers, 
who demanded his papers, as he was in 
civillan attire, he presented his hospital 
permit, and, ag the lancer stooped down to 
read it, Negriér snatched a revolver from the 
Prussian’s holster and shot him dead, the 
whole thing being done with such rapidity 
that he had time to badly wound the second 
lancer before the latter had recovered from 
his amazement. Leaping on to one of the 
horses. and leading the other, he galloped 
off, and managed to reach Falde 
herbe’s army in the north. H 


It was while tn Algeria, in command of 
that extraordinary corps, known as the 
“Foreign Legion,” which is composed of 
desperate characters from every part of the 
world, including America, that he won his 
promotion to the rank of General by an act 
of disobedience. Two companies of his regt- 
ment had been sent forward on outpost duty 
on the frontier of Morocco. An Arab scout 
brought the news that they had been sur- 
rounded by an overwhelming force, and 
would be unable to hold out long. De 
Negrier immediately gave orders to hasten 
to the rescue, when suddenly an orderly ar 
rived from the General in command of the 
expedition, bidding Negrier peremptorily to . 
rejoin the main body of the army and ta 
retreat without delay. 

“You, my friend,” exclaimed De Negrien, 
addressing the orderly, “ will have to are 
range to reach me with this order some time 
sm but not before. So, right about 
ace!’’ 

With that the Colonel placed himself at the 
head of his regiment and gave the order to 
march forward to the restue. After an al- 
most unparalleled and cohtinuous march of 
twenty hours the regiment reached the 
two companies already half decimated by 
the enemy, just in time tu save the remain-' 
der from massacre. It was this feat, which, 
in the event of failure, would have resulted 
in disgrace and possibly death, that brought 
to him promotion to the rank of General, 
and subsequently he justified his advancé-. 
ment by winning numerous victories in Tong 
King, the one terrible defeat which he sus~< 
tained there—namely: that of Langson— 
being atoned in the eyes of his countrymen 
by the personal herotem which he displayed 
on that occasion as well as by the fact that 
he was badly wounded for the fourth time im 
his military career. 


The only shadow to an otherwise fine char- 
acter.is his excessive severity, and while in 
Algeria numbers of the soldiers under his 
command succumbed to the torcure of that 
hideous form of punishment known as the 
Crapaudine,”’ which consists in tying a 
man’s hands behind his back to hi@ feet and 
leaving him thus for days together lying on 
the ground exposed to the heat of the sun 
and to the attacks of insects of every kind, 
without any means of protection. Indeed, 
this punishment, with which the name of 
General de Negrier is so closely associated, 
is justly denounced by every War depart- 
ment of the old world as unworthy of any 
civilized nation and as savoring of the worst 
tortures of the Inquisition. General de 
Negrier’s excuse has always been that in- 
asmuch as the French army in Africa is 
composed almost exclusively of the corps 
recruited from outlaws and social outcasts 
from every country of the world and the 
so-called corps de discipline,”’ composed 
entirely of soldiers of the French army, who 
have been transferred from their regiments 
in France to Algeria by way of punishment 
for gros#misbehavior, measures of the most 
stern and radical order are required in order 
to keep the troops in hand and under due 
control. 

One would be tempted at any rate to bes 
lieve that he is more considerate to animals 
than to men. For I remember being shown 
at Paris an order which he issued while in 
command of the “ Foreign Legion” one even~ 
ing on arriving in camp after a march since 
daybreak at a rapid pace and under a burn- 
ing sun through the sand of the Algerian 
Desert. The order was as follows: ‘ The 
camels and the mules being too exhausted 
by the march it is the men who will bring 
the supplies of wood and of water into cam 


tonight.”’ 


I wonder if any of the American visitors 
to Baireuth during the last week have 
recognized a party of four distinguished 
royal women who have been staying thera 
during the last eight days or so under the 
strictest incognito, for the Wagner festival _ 
The most important lady of the party bore’ 
the name of " Lady Renfrew” and was no 
less a personage than the Princess of Wales, 
the title of Lord Renfrew being one of thd 
many dignities belonging to her husband, 
With her was her daughter, Princess Vit= 
toria of Wales, and her sister, the Duchess 
of Cumberland and of Brunswick, and like~ 
wise the latter’s sister-in-law, Princess 
Marie of Hanover and Great Britain. Alj 
four ladies are passionately devoted to musia 
and enthusiasts on the subject of Wagner, 

One of the principal obligations entafied 
by the possession of a great and illustrious — 
name is to order one’s life so as to keep 16 
free from all scandal calcuJated to tarnish 
its luster. Nor ean people of this kind be 
surprised if when they fail to observe this 
precept they come in for more than ordinary 
amount of public condemnation. We ha 
seen during the last few years the name 
Prince Gortchakoff, the all-powerful Chan- 
cellor of the Russian empire, dragged in the 
gutter, and likewise those of Earl Russell 
and Sir Robert Peel, two of England's most 
famous Premiers; of Crispi, that great 
Italian statesman, whose son today is,a@ 
fugitive from justice; of the celebrated Gere 
man Field Marshall, Manteuffel; of the 
French statesman, the Duke of Persignys 
of Colonna, and of Orsini. 

And now for the second time within the 
space of two years the honored name of 
Field Marsha] Count Moltke, the organiger 
of Germany's victories in the war of 1870, 
is once more being dragged through the 
divorce courts. Fortunately it is neither of 
the American ladies bearing the title of 
Countess of Moltke (one of them Miss Loulse 
Bonaparte of Washington, and the other 
Miss Hutton of Orange, N. J.) who are at 
fault, but the German wife of Count Kuno 
Moltke, who Is the nephew and heir of the 
veteran Field Marshal, besides being an 
aid-de-camp of the Kaiser. The Countess 
is by birth a Countess Leyden. Bighteen 
months ago all Germany was ringing with 
the scandal in connection with the action of 
Countess Hedwig Moltke in deserting Her 
husband, the famous painter, Lenbach, in 
order to become first the companion and then 
after divorce the wife of Bismarck’s cele- 
brated physician, Dr. Schweninger.

MIDSUMMER DULLNESS SETTLES ON 
THE SALES MARKET. 


Quiet Week So Far as Actual Transac- 
tions Go—Building Industry Crip- 
pled by Strikes — Abundance of 
Money to Loan Illustrated by Ap- 
plication of the 4 Per Cent Rate to 
Outlying Property—Sales and Leases 
~Saturday’s Transfers. 


Operations in the real estate market last 
‘week were seriously ‘affected by the: ab- 
sence of many agents and investors from 
the city. August promises to be much dull- 
er than July. Few deals of consequence are 
near settlement, and from ail indications 
there will be little activity before Septem- 
ber. 
The small volume of business that uas 
been transacted so far during the suminer 
weeks has been of an encouraging charac- 
ter. Dealers say that July was better than 
the corresponding month for a number of 
years. The country clubs in the vicinity of 


- Chicago have kept hundreds of people in 


the city who usually go away and their 
presence has made it easier to close deals. 

Considerable talk is heard of large down- 
town transactions at figures that showed 
the easy condition of the money market. 
It was reported during the week that an 
offer had been made for a fee comprising 
part of the ground undcr a State street 
building at a price that would net the in- 
vestor 2% per cent, the property being un- 
der a long term lease without r valuation. 
This is one of the lowest valuations that 
have been placed upon pruspective returns 
from Chicago property. 

,. Condition of Loan Market. 

Loans are being made on outlying property 
at the low rate of 4percent. Well-informed 
dealers in mortgages say they expect rates to 
go stil lower. Money continues plentiful 
and more demands are made for high-class 
mortgages than the agents can supply. In 
the sale of the southwest corner of Wabash 
avenue and Jackson street, closed last week, 
the highest rate loan on good security down- 
town for some time was recorded. It was at 
§ per cent. The conditions were peculiar, 
however, as the sellers declined to make the 
sale unless they received part of the pur- 
chase money in the form of a5 per cent trust 


. deed, payable in five years. 


The building industry is badly handicapped 
by strikes. Architects who have for some 
time beén complaining of a lack of work 
and have just received commissions to go 
ahead with buildings find themselves unable 
to do so owing to the attitude of labor unions. 
Building materials are still high, and that 
fact, coupled with strikes, has seriously 
crippled building for this summer. 

The tendency towards the use of steel in 
more classes of buildings has been noted in 
THE TRIBUNE.

SLAVES OFTHE TEA HABIT. 


Enormous Quantities of the 
Consumed by Russians, Producing | 
| Species of Intoxication.

| 
A campaign has begun in Russia agains‘ 
‘ea drunkenness. It may not perhaps be 
generally known that the average Russian 
drinks enortrous quértities of-tea. This is 
particularly true of the poorer classes. The 
Russian workingman uses the so-called 
“brick tea, which Is the cheapest sort, 
being mixed with the stems and compressed 
by some adhesive gum into+dry cakes of 
various sizes, resembling in its appearance 
tobacco. This tea, which would proye 
poisonous to any one else, Is consumed by 
the Russian workingman at the average 
rate of about twenty stakans (or tumblers) 
a day. the Russian “ stakan-’’ being quite 
equal’ to five of the little thimbles of cups 
used in the United States at ‘ afternoon 
teas.” In fact, a Russian is not satisfied 
until sedmol pot proshibyot,”’ or the sey- 
enth perspiration breaks out,’’ according to 
the popular saying. If it be taken into con- 
sideration that black, sour, or bitter brick- 
like bread, raw onions, garlic, dried, leather- 
like fish. and strongly salted herrings are 
usually the chief articles of food of the 
people at large, one must not wonder at the 
enormous quantity of hot tea needed to 
quench a Russian’s thirst-and help on his 
digestion. This excessive tea drinking not 
only ruins the digestion in time, but by the 
intoxication ’' which it. brings on Is 
rapidly producing a physical and moral de- 
generation of the Kussian masses. | 
While the tea which ts habitually taken 
by the poor moujik is a vile concoction, the 
beverage as prepared for the leisure classes 
is superior to English or French tea. 
The Russian method of preparing it goes a 
long way to contribute to the fine taste of 
the beverage. In this process the famous 
‘‘samovar” plays the principal part. The 
*‘samovar ” is the utensil (made of copper 
or brass) used only for boiling the water. 
In the middle there is a kind of chimney 
or fire receptacie, around which fresh cold 
water is poured into the “ samovar.” Burn- 
ing charcoal or wood is thrown into the 
chimney, and it usually takes about a quar- 
ter of an hour before the water begins to 
boll, this being announced by a volume of 
steam from under the cover. Then the 
boiling water is poured upon the tea in the 
pot, and the latter placed on the top of the 
‘“‘samovar ” to keep it warm,;as tea cosies 
are unknown in Russia. The infusion Is 
made strong, but only about a fifth or 
quarter of a glass is filled with it, the rest 
being filled up with boiling water. A slice 
of lemon or milk is added, according to 
taste. There is no respectable household in 
Russia without one or more “ samovars,”’ 
Around it the family and guests assemble 
to drink tea and chat for hours.—New York

Con . act Stocks Have Been Practically 
Wiped Out—Shorts Put the Current 
th Delivery to 27 Cents—Sep- 
tember in the Meantime Only Cov- 
ered 4 Cent Range—Wheat Traders 
Indifferent to Bullish Announce-

July oats furnished the skyrocket play 
of the day, opening at 24%c, selling to 27c, 
reacting to 23%c, and closing at 26c, 2%c.

AR was in progress when the nine- 
teenth century was born. and in its 
early infancy it received a liberal 
baptism of ' blood. Among the 

‘ famous battlefields of the year 1800 
were Marengo and Montebello, and in 1801 
was fought the famous battle of the Nile, 
when Lord Nelson's fleet completely de- 
stroyed the French squadron at Aboukir. 
Throughout the entire century there has 
been almost continuous warfare in some 
pond of the globe, and this in spite of the 
that eighty international disputes which 
tened to result in war were settled by 
ration. 

With such a record of conflicts bet ween the 
nations of the earth in a century which has 
marked the most marvelous advances in 
every branch of human knowledge, it was 
but natural that tremendous strides should 
be made in that field of science which relates 
to warfare. And while men-of genius of 
every nation devoted themselves to the in- 
vention, development. and perfection of all 


_ the varied paraphernalia of war, their work 


im many instances was made possible only 
through the discoveries of others. whose 
thoughts were not of war. To the fathers 
of steam and electricity is due much of the 
progress made in the arts of war. | 

. In warfare, as in every other affair, neces- 
sity has been the mother of invention.

tion of the necdle gun by the Prussians. 
In the war with the Danes in 1864 the gun 
was first used and with such terrifying ef- 
fect that the Danes were glad to make 
peace. Two years later Prussia ‘again em- 
ployed this weapon with similar effect 
against a more formidable adversary. The 
Austrians gave way before the then formi- 
dable needle gun, against which the cum- 
bersome muzzle-loading musket*was of lit- 
tle more value than a pitchfork. 
Naturally, it was not long before the other 
nations of Europe began to cast about for 
weapons equally as effective or more so 
than the needle gun, and the race between 
long range, breech-loading small arms has 
continued ever since and still continues. 
There were plenty of good breech-loading 
rifles.to be had before the needle gun revo- 
lutionized the use of small arms in the 
armies of the world, but it-has been the 
history of inventions of this class that every 
innovation has had a hard road to travel. 
A marked disinclination to consider in- 
ventions in. war materials is to be found 
at every stage in the progress of scientific 


warfare. It was so with the breech-loading | 


title, it was so with Stevens’ ironclad idea, 
which received no encouragement; it was 
so with Ericsson’s monitor, which was given 
‘an. opportunity to test its value only. as a 
last desperate resort, and it has been so al- 
most up to the present time. The average 
ordnance officer evidently did not consider 
worth knowing anything that he d!4 not al- 
ready know.. But in spite of all obstacles 
improvements have crowded themselves 
upon the world of warfare and new weapons 
and new methods: have forced the acknowl- 
edgment of their superiority. The changes 
have been many and marvelous and in the 
century just closing the science of war has 
been more than once revolutionized, both on 
land and sea. 

In small arms, th@ flintlock, muzzle-load- 
ing musket has been succeeded after gradual 
changes by the long-range. breech-loading 
magazine rifle. the wrought iron carronade 
which ‘cast solid shot against the battle- 
ments of now obsolete forts, or through the 
wooden sides of the-sail-crowned frigates, 
has developed into the rified. breech-loading 


cannon, which hurls with lightning velocity | 


huge bolts of steel, which pierce the ar- 
mored sides of apparently impregnable bat- 
tleships and explode, dealing death and de- 
struction. on every hand. Bar-shot, chain- 
shot. and grape are na more, shrapnel and 
canister are still in use, solid shot is re- 
garded as ancient, and explosive shells have 
reached a point of perfection terrible to con- 
template. The wooden battleships of Nel- 
son and Perry were superseded by the crude 
but effective ironclads, and these in turn 
have given way. to the great ocean for- 
tresses, the battleships of today, clad in 
garments of Harveyized steel, mounting bat- 
teries’ of every size of gun from thé small 
but. effective “ rapid-fires’ to the monster 
thirteen-inch. great guns, one shell from 
which, properly placed, can sink the largest 
battleship afloat. During the century the 
torpedo was invented,| and torpedo: boats, 
at first crude, have become the most formid- 
able enemy of cruisefs and. battleships.

used, has been replaced bythe smokeléss 
powder, which was first extensively used in 
the Spanish-American war. Guncotton, dyn- 
amite, and nitroglycerine, ‘used in various 
forms for propulsion of projectiles or in tor- 
pedoes, are also products of the century. In 
methods of communication no# previous 
period in the world’s history has witneseed 
such strides as the nineteenth century. The 
telegraph, while not invented for military 
purposes, has, lke steam and’ electricity, 
| cement of mili- 
tary requirements. But both on land and 
sea, where the telegraph or the submarine 
cable are not at hand, systems have been de- 
vised for signaling. On land it is now the 
duty of signal corps to keep up communica- 
tion by wire between the moving armies 
and the base of operations, but where this 
is impossible, messages are transmitted by 
a method of waving flags, or by heliography, 
which, although of ancient invention, has. 
only in recent years been adapted to mili- 
tary purposes; though at times it is found 
necessary to rely upon earrier pigeons, asat 
present often used in the American-Philip- 
pines war. Warships signa} to one another 
or communicate with the army on land by 
means of the powerful searchlights. The 
latest invention in this line ig a system called 
telephotos, in which colored lights are used. 
How soon this system will be replaced by 
wireless telegraphy, which is now occupying 
the minds of men of science, cannot be fore- 
told; though enough has beén demonstrated 
to show its possibilities in the near future. 

Of! submarine inventions for purposes of 
warfare the Whitehead automobile torpedo 
stands at the head. For coast and harbor 
defense the submarine torpedo is a formid- 
able weapon. | 
yet a verity in naval warfare, but both in 
the United States and in France it is near- 
ing perfection, and the day evidently fs not 
far distant when this remarkable craft will

For more than 100 years the flint lock had 
held the field as the only means of igniting 
the powder in a nrusket and perhaps enoygh 
importance is not generally attached to the 
discoveries which were made early in' this 
century and played an important part in 
the perfection of quick-firing firearms, For 
the rifle of today is a perfect mechanism, and 
although many-of the developments which 
have made it so were not invented until the 


| latter half of the century, it must bé con- 


ceded that the discoveries in the first quar- 
ter of the century played a conspicuous part 
in the production of the weapon with which 
it is now possible to fire a shot every second 
that will send a bullet through half anh inch 
of steel at short range and through fifteen 
inches of solid oak at 220 yards. i 

In the year 1800 mercury fulminate was 
discovered in England by Howard. even 
years later a man of peace, the Rev. For- 
syth, discovered the percussion principle of 
igniting gunpowder by means of detonating 
powder. Joseph Egg produced percussion 
caps in 1818, and in 1837, in France, the cap 
and nipple was applied to firearms. Per- 
cussion caps did not come into general use 
until 1820. Rifling was first employed asa 
means of Insuring accuracy to the flight of 
the projectile in 1830. The first tseful 
breech-loading weapor invented was prob- 
ably the revolver of Samuel Colt. invented in 
1829. though not patented until 1835 and not 
adopted by the United States army and navy 
until ten years later. Previous to this time 
there had been many firearms brought out 


f which come under the head of breech-load- 


ers. Away back in 1540 Henry IT. conceived 


-an idea of breech-loading musketons. The 


barrel, according to ancient descriptions, 
swung on hinges, the load was placed ina 
small section of the barrel, which remained 
with the stock, the swinging part of the 
barrel was then brought into place and 
fastened with an iron pin. The weapon 
proved so utterly useless that it was dis- 
carded at once. The reason for its useless- 
ness was that the gas which should have 
given velocity to the projectile escaped 
through the aperture where the two sections 
of the barrel met. Naturally this fact was 
not understood or appreciated at that time 
or it would have been remedied and it would 
not have remained for the nineteenth cen- 
tury to produce the breech-loading firearm. 

In 1809 a breech-loading musket was at- 
tempted by an inventor named Paull, but 
it was so complicated mechanically eae {t

’509 did breech-loaders begin to attract seri- 
ous attention, either in Hurope or America. 
Prince’s invention was tested in Brussels in 
1856, but only expert mechanics could be 
trusted to handle it safely. Then came the 
Lingner, which was too slow. The Snider 
was more successful, and England convert- 
ed great numbers of her Enfield rifles into 
this style of gun. Under the best conditions 
it could be fired thirteen times in one min- 
ute. But it required eight positive motions 
to operate it. Scores of other breech-loading 
and magazine guns were invented in Europe 
and submitted the various governments. 
The magazin ere made to hold from 
- seven to sixteen dges, but the nations 
were slow to adopt any of the new arms. 
It was not until Prussia had signally beaten 
the Danes and humbled the power of Aus- 
tria, in 1864 and 1866 respectively, and the 
credit was ascribed to the then first used 
‘‘needle gun,” that serious thought was 
given the new styleofarm. Thisgun, which 
was invented by J. N. Dreyse of S6mmerda 
in 1886, and secretly adopted by Prussia in 
1846, while an inferior weapog in many re- 
spects, was so far superior the muzzle 
loaders that its usefulness was made ap- 
parent in all the great battles in Bohemia, 
and notably at Kinegratz. instru- 
mentality in achieving brilliant successes 
occasioned much apprehension and activity 
in military circles the world over, and Eu- 
ropean powers at once set about furnish- 
ing their armies with some description of 
breech-loading weapon. Two French inven- 
tions which were surrounded with much 
mystery were the fusil Jarre and the 
chassepot. For the former it was claimed 
that fifty shots per minute could be fired, 
and. the military men laughed end said that 
] man could endure the fatigue of 

such rapid operation. 

But while Europe was thus busily engaged 
with the question of small arms, American 
In 1857 the 
United States made a test of breechloaders 
submitted. There were fifteen kinds, and 


the Burnside was declared the best and

This is but another evidence of the re- 
luctance with which ordnance officers ac- 
cept any innovation submitted to them. It 
is interesting to note that in 1866 the Mer- 
chants’ Magazine concludes an article on the 
new guns with the remark that it is doubt- 
ful if the breechloading magazine gun will 
prove of any value, and expresses confidence 
that the science which evolved the weapons 
would soon produce bullet-proof clothing 
tq offset the danger. But improvement has 
continued in this branch of military attain- 
ment in every nation. In 188 thé Ger- 
man commission on, small arms sat for sev- 
eral months in secret session, and at the 
end of that time issued the famous Mauser 
rifle, which later became famous, to the 
army. It was this weapon, with its ter- 
rific range and smokeless powder cartridges, 
that was used by the Spaniards in the re- 
cent war, while American volunteers were . 
armed with the antiquated Springfield rifle. 
The advent of the Mauser created another 
revolution in military circles and resulted in 
the adoption of the Lebel arm by France, 
the Mannlicher by Austria, the Lee by Eng- 
land, and eventually the Krag-Jorgensen 
by the United States. 

The century began with the famous “ gun- 
a-minute’’ period in England, during the 
Peninsular war. From 1804 to 1818 the pro- 
duction averaged 253,187 annually for the 
government, while trading vessels carried 
them to remote parts of the globe, even trad- 
ing them for palm oil to the savages on the 
west coast of Africa. From 1802 to 1814 
France manufactured at her arsenals 200,- 
000 annually. During the civil war England 
sold to America 1,078,205 Enfield rifles. These 
are but slight indications of the enormous 
production of small arms, in which the 
United States now stands second to no na- 
tion in the world, and as the twentieth cen- 
tury dawns the arsenals of every nation are 
still busy. 


The machine gun, which is now a part off, 
the equipment of every well regulated army, 
which did such effective work in the battle 
of Lord Kitchener’s army (against the 
Khalifa’s savage hordes at Omdurman, and_ 
also in Cuba during the Spanish-American 
war, was first brought to notice in 1866. The 
first of these guns was invented in Belgium 
and adopted immediately after the Prusso- 
Austrian war by the French government. 
The weapon was known as the “ mitratl- 
leuse,”” and the first models uged consisted 
of thirty-seven or more large-bored rifies 
fitted together and so combined with breech 
action that a shower of bullets could be 
projected by one man. The machine gun was 
first actively used by France during the 
Franco-Prussian war in 1870. In the bom- 
bardment of Saarbriick, Aug. 2 of that year, 
the “peculiar, dry, shrieking, terrible 
sound” created consternation in the ranks 


of the Prussians. | 
At about the same time the mitrailleuse 


though tn the meantime many other ma- 
chine guns hed been invented. Aside from 
the gatling, which «an fire 1,200 shots per 
minute, the more advanced types of the 
machine gun are the Hotchkiss and the » 
Maxim. There are numbers of others, in- 
cluding the Maxim-Nordenfeldt, the Skode, 
Gariner, and Robinson. In all of these the 
guns are automatically fed with modern 
ammunitton, 

Perhaps the latest Maxim gun ts the tri- 
umph of the machine-gun idea. It is a sin- 
gle barrel and one of ite chief features is 
its lightness and the ease with which it can 
be transported. This gun, when stpplied 
with a store of ammunition and once fired 
goes on firing automatically until the supply 
of ammunition is exhausted. As a machine 
it is as perfect as it is effective as an imple- 
ment of war. Its weight is but twenty-five 
pounds, though ordinarily extra parts of the 
mechanism iscarried which brings the weight 
up to forty-five pounds. The:gun consists 
] of two parts—an ordinary rifie barrel with 
a box extension at the rear, which contains 
the mechanism of the gun, and the gun 
frame and water jacket surrounding the bar- | 
rel.

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ron fron works in Scotland, and were the 
most formidable of all weapons in the early 
wars of the century in sea battles, for which 
this weapon was especially adapted. Its 
purpose was not so much to kill as to wreck 
and smash the ships of the foe. Little im- 
provement was made in neavy ordnance un- 
til the middle of the century had been 
reached and passed. Since that time, asa 
result of the reseafch and efforts of Dahl- 
gren, Armstrong, Treadwell, Rodman, and 
Krupp, the bronze, brass, and iron cannon 
with smooth bere and short range have 
given way to monster guns of wrought steel, 
rifled and breechloading, weighing over 100 
tone, using at each discharge over half a ton 
of powder, and casting a projectile of one 
ton with a muzzle energy of 6.000-foot tons 
ana penetrative capacity of over two and a 
half feet of steel. 

As late as 1856, when Horsfall’s ‘‘ monster 
wrought iron gun "’ was completed at Liver- 
pool, the world marveled.

certain quantity either in weight or méas- 
ure of the coarse grains of gunpowder of 
unequal sise.

During the Chinese-Japanese war 
there were two notable examples of success- 
ful torpedoing by the Japanese torpedo 
boats. In the harbor of Wel-Hai-Wel seven 
torpedo boats fired eleven torpedoes and 
destroyed the battleship Ting-Yuen. Later 
during the war, in the same harbor, four 
ships were sunk by three torpedo boats, 
which fired but seven torpedoes. When the 
recent Spanish-American war began naval 
experts the world over waited with anxiety 
for the work of the much dreaded torpedo 
boats. But no demonstration of the destruc- 
tive ability of the Whitehead torpedo was 
given. Spanish torpedo boats attempted to 
strike both at Manila and Santiago, but the 
accuracy of the American fire was such that 
none of them ever got near enough to dis- 
charge their torpedoes with any chance of 
effect. ae 

The Whitehead torpedo is a most ingeni 
and complicated device, The usudl size i

Without the metallic eartridge, breech- 
loading and rapid-fire weapons from the 
small arms to the six-inch rapid-fire and 
including the machine guns would have 
been impossible. The same, however, may 
be claimed for the invention and develop- 
ment of the wonderful machine tools for 
producing~the breech-closing mechanisms 
and the complicated parts of the machine 
gun. The discovery of fulminate priming 
greatly aided the development of metal 
cartridges, and as the improvements pro- 
gressed the fulminate was placed within 
the rim of the cartridge, or, as now most 
commonly used, in the center of the base 
of cartridges and shells.

| Torpedoes aud Torpedo Foals. | 


The torpedo first established itself as a 
factor in warfare during the civil war in 
the United States. What was known as 
torpede shell had been invented and tried 
long before that time, however. In the 
year 1777, so far as any record appears, the 
first crude terpedo was made and fis use 
attempted. David Bushnell, an American, 
made an effort to destroy the British war- 
ship Cerebus with floating kegs of powder, 


but failed. In 1805 Fulton é¢xhibited tor- 

pedoes in Britain, but the government 

clined to use them. | 
The torpedo would probably never have 


attained success as aterrible weapon of | 
destruction but for the invention of sve. 
cotton and alap the means devised by I’. 
A. Abel. for the safe compression of this 
explosive in cylinders. Torpedoes are di- 
vided into two classes, the submarine sta- 
tionary torpedo, use for coast defense, and 
the automobile or Whitehead torpedo, which 
is fired at the enemy from a compressed air 
tube and travels under the water at any 
depth required. This formidable engine of 
destruction must be regarded as the most 
marvelous invention of modern times in the 
realm of warfare. 
The torpedoes used during the civil war 
were crude compared to the perfection which 
has since been attained not only in thei 
manufacture but in the method of employi 
them. When Cushing blew up the Albe- 
marie during the civil war the torpedo at 
once became recognized as a valuable naval 
offensive weapon. It was Known as the 
spar-torpedo, and for succeas it was abso- 
hitely necessary to get alongside the enemy 
before being discovered and disabled, A 
rowboat or yawi rigged with a spar twenty- 
five feet long was used, and the torpedo thus 
floated alongside the enemy's ship, after 
which it was fired by electric connection. 
During the civil war torpedoes were used 
to a considerable extent by both sides and 
the destruction was great. No less than 
seven ironclads, thirteen wooden vessels of 
war, and a number of transports were com- 
pletely destroyed by this means, and many 
others disabied or badly 
Confederate ships were destroyed \py~ tor- 
pedoes planted by themselves, ‘The search- 
light and the rapid-fire gun were not then 
known to warfare, and consequently the 
success of the spar-torpedo was not so im- 
pessible as might now appear, especially 
during the darkness of a foggy or stormy

The first special torpedo was built tn 
1873 by the Thornyerofts at Chiswick. En 
land, for the Norwegian government.

France built her 
first torpedo boats in 1875. They were 75 
feet 6 inches long. of fourteen knots speed, 
and with a steel hull.

At’ the nose of 
the torpedo is a piston, and the construction 
is such that the water, when the torpedo is 
in motion, starts a traveling nut, which, 
when it reaches a certain point, frees a 
plunger, whick comes in contact with a 
fulminate cap, which ignites a tube of dry 
guncotton, connecting with the wet gun- 
cotton, and causes the explosion of the lat- 
ter the instant the torpedo strikes its tar- 
get. These precautions make it impossible 
for the torpedo to explode until it has trav- 
eled a certain distance in the water. The 
airchamber is filled with compressed air, at 


apressure of 1,350 pounds to the square 
inch, the escape of which runs the engine 
which propels the torpedo. The immersion 

chamber contains the mechanism which 

control and regulate the depth and position 

of the torpedo. This is adjusted to such a | 
nicety that if the torpedo should vary from. 
the dépth at which it has been set, the ap- 
paratus in the immersion chamber correct 
its course by controling a horizontal rudde 
at the tail of the torpedo. The engine in 
the last chamber is run by compressed air 
from the second chamber. The engine runs 
two propellers, which turn in opposite di- 
rections. The engine is started automatic- 
ally with the discharge of the torpedo, 
whether it be from @ gun above the water 
or from a submerged tube, and stops after 
having run the distance required.

It 1s said that the process of making steel 
was known in China, 2000 B. C., and it is. 
certain that an inferior quality of steel 

was being manufactured early in the pres- 

ent century, but it was not until 1856 that. 
the invention of Sir Henry Bessemer start- 

ed the revolution in the production of steel, 

which has resulted in marvelous progress in 

this industry up to the present time. He 
made steel from liquid cast iron by passing 

currents of cold air through it. Tungsten 

steel was made in Germany in 1859 and two 

years later M. Fremy made steel by bring- 

ing red hot iron in contact with carbonate 
of ammonia. From the first improvements 

in the making of steel a fight began between 

compound armor and the new product, and 

it was not until 1870 that the superiority of | 
steel was universally asknowledged. Next> 
in importance to the Bessemer process was 

that brought out by Dr. William Siemens, 

who, by means of his regenerative gas fur- 

nace, produced excellent steel more cheaply 

than had previousiy been possible. In 1878 

Thomas and Gilchrist succeeded in convert- 

ing iron ore into Bessemer steel by lining the 

furnace with radial bricks of magnesian 

limestone and adding cold basis material, 

by this means removing the phosphorus. 

It was not untif 1889, however, that the 

greatest advance ‘was made in the produc- 

tion of steel, and this is the armor which 

now clothes the great battleships of the 

world, and is used in the _ shields 

which serve as protection to guns on board 

ship and in the coast defense and to the men 

who serve them. Nickel steel, as this prod- 

uct is called, resulted from experiments 

under direction of B. F. Tracy, then Secre- 

tary of the Navy in the United States. It 

was at once adopted by the United States 

government, and England and Germany at 

once followed the example, while other na- 

tions have since adopted the same armor. 

The plates of armor are usually made 16x8 

feet and the thickness varies from six to 

eighteen inches, according to the purpose 

for which they are desired. The Harvey- 

izing process, which is subsequent to the 

casting of the ingot and rolling into a plate, 

consists of heating the steel between a bayer 

of non-carbonaceous material, usually sand, 

on one side and carbonaceous material, 

preferably charcoal, on the other. 

The heating continues from five to twenty- 

seven days, according to the depth of super- 

carbonization desired. The carbonaceous 


gree of cooling preparatory to special chill- 
ing has been reached, as it serves to protect 
the surface of the plate from the air, and 
thus prevent the formation of scale, which 
would interfere with the proper cooling of 
the steel beneath the surface. Previous to 
the casting of the ingot, nickel, chronium, 
and other substances are added to the steel, 
and the supercarbonization results in a 
stratum of excessively hard steel, which 
radually decreases in hardness as the 


¢reases. Supercarbonization is also brought 
about by the use of hydro-carbon gas. 
Whether the limit has been reached in armor 
depends upon whether the limit has been 
reached in armor-piercing projectiles.

The wooden ships grew 
more graceful and larger, carried more men 
and more guns, and the ancient system of 
boarding the enemy’s vessel and engaging 
in hand to hand conflict with cutlasses had 
been abandoned as a result of the improve- 
ment in firearms, but it was not until steam 
was adapted for warships that the great 
evolution which has since progressed with a 
tremendous pace began. In 1840 the sailing 
ship was still the ship of the navies of the 
world. Steam had been applied to mer- 
chant yessels and side-wheelers were not 
uncommon, but nothing further than ex- 
periments had been started in naval circles. 
In 1888 England began building war steam- 
ers. In 1841 the bark-rigged, steam-pro- 
pelled frigate Mississippi was launched in 
the United States. Ericsson had made’ a 
practical demonstration of the screw-pro- 
peller in 1837, when he built the Francis 
Bogden, which could travel ten miles an 
hotr, and Stevens is credited with having 
advocated the screw. as é¢arly as 1804. In 
1844 the screw frigate Princeton was 
launched and the sailing ship was forever 
doomed as a factor in war. 
The next great revolution in naval war-- 
fare resulted from the two memorable bat- 
tles of March 8 and 9, 1862. On the first- 
mentioned day the Merrimac, the first crude 
ironclad to engage in naval warfare, de- 
stroyed the Cumberland by running its cast- 
iron bow into the wooden ship, while the 
shots directed at the Merrimac glanced 
harmlessly its iron sides. The ram, 
which was the earliest of naval fighting 
methods, had been forced out of existence 
by the advent of firearms, but steam and a 
coating of tron had enabled the ram to once 
more take up a place in history. The suc- 
cess of the Merrimac created consternetion 
in the North and joy in the South. But the 
following day, as a last resort, the Monitor, 
bullt by John Ericsson, who had for twenty 
years been endeavoring to secure its adop- 
tion by the government, was sent down to 
meet the dreaded Confederate warship. 
The Monitor was simply ani iron-plated raft, 
with a revolving iron turret containing two 
guns. But it proved too formidable for the 
Merrimac and its confident crew: In try- 
ing to ram the Monitor the Merrimac opened 
its own bow and sustained severe damage. 
After a desperate conflict both vessels with- 
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ve and Adams St. 


it established beyond further doubt the 
value of the ironclad. . 
The necessity of metal protection for ships 
was the result of explosive and penetrating 
projectiles, Stevens realized this as early 
as 1812, when he laid before the government 
his plans for a circular rotating iron fort 
for the protection of New York harbor. 
When he died his sons, under the leadership 
of Edwin Stevens, continued the work, ex- 
perimenting with a bronze cannon against 
iron plates. In 1841 Edwin Stevens reached 
the conclusion that four and one-half inches 
of iron sheeting would stand a sixty-four- 
pound shot at thirty yards from the marine 
guns of the day. WBighteen years later 
France and England ordered exactly that 
thickness ‘of plating on the ironclads then 
building. 

In 1842 Congress voted $250,000 for “‘ a war 
steamer, shot and shell proof.’’ Work was 
at once begun, but frequent changes be- 
came necessary, owing to the improvement 
in projectiles. The work continued until 
1856, when Robert ‘LL. Stevens, who was con- 
ducting the work, died, leaving the great 
ironclad in thé déck at Hoboken with twin- 
screw engines and boiler in position, its 
square turret fitted with depressible guns. 
When Edwin die@ in 1868 he left $1,000,000 
to the State of New Jersey to complete 
the warship, but At was never launched. 
In 1881 it was torf to pieces and the mate- 
rials disposed of. 

It was a gad finale for the enterprise which, 
if properly encouraged at the outset, would 
have stood among the foremost achieve- 
ments of the history of naval architecture. 
For eighteen years, however, from 1842 to 
1860, this warship, which never touched 
water, served as an adequate protection to 
New York harbor, for the reason that at 
any period during that time it could have 
been launched and quickly put in service, 
and all the world was aware of that fact. 
Other nations were not slow to adopt the 
ironclad idea. In the Crimean war France 
fitted three of her ships with iron coating, 
and Oct. 17'they received their first baptism 
of fire from the Kinburn Forts, which, al- 
though they had withstood the combined 
attacks of the French and English fleets, 
were silenced in four hours by the ironclads. 
The ironclad changed the whole theory of 
naval warfare, though it required the Mon- 
itor-Merrimac battle to confirm the new 
theory, and since that time the process of 
covering warships with metal has« pro- 
gressed steadily, and is still progressing, 
though how much greater a weight of armor 
can be addéd before a halt must be called 
as was the case with the knights of old is 
a question which only the future can de- 
cide. 

That great modern battleships are not in- 
vincible, in spite of their apparently com- 
plete equipment, was demonstrated in the 
recent war with Spain. Armor and great 
guns, searchlights, steam, electricity, and 
all else that science had added to the mod- 
ern warship counted as nothing without hu- 
man skill of a high standard to employ these 
agencies and make them potent against the 
enemy. 

Not the least among the protective equip- 
ments of the warships of today is the search- 
light. It is a simple contrivance, an electric 
light of 10,000 candle-power, set in a cup- 
shaped mirror eighteen to twenty inches in 
diameter and two to three feet deep. In the 
glare of this artificial sun and with clear 
weather an object five to ten miles away 
may be made out with great distinctness, 
and it also serves the purpose of signaling. 
The telephotos, a new system for signaling 
in the navy, consists of four colored lights 
suspended at certain distances in the rig- 
ging. These are controlled electrically from 
the deck by an operator using an instrument 
similar to a typewriter, and the signs em- 
ployed are dots and dashes as \n telegraphy. 
The lamps are fitted with powerful lenses, 
and can be read at great distances. The 
system is much more rapid than any of the 
old methods of signaling.

age florist thinks he be traced the aying of 
his plants to the proper cause and he either 
shoots the flickers or stones them away from 
his premises.

rattlesnakes, gophers, and tarantulas, and 
other creatures whose living is supposed 
to be a menace to the world. 

It has been freely asserted by some scien- 
tists within the last few years that if all 
the birds which make earth beautiful and 
musical were to die, the departure of 
all mankind from the world could not long 
be delayed. 

From man’s attitude toward the song and 
insectiverous birds, killing them and rob- 
bing their nests in the compunctionless way 
that he does, it does not appear that man 
has much dread of the fate which awaits 


him if his feathered friends take their flight 


to a better land. Notwithstanding human 
indifference to possible impending annihil- 
ation if milliners’ agents and huhters go 
on slaughtering the songsters, it is really 
not a difficult matter to demonstrate fairly 
conclusively that the ornithological students 
are not far wrong when they say that man’s 
life depends upon birds’ life. 


As a plain matter of fact, it is believed by | 


everybody who has watched the little be- 
ings that “ flutter, fly, and feed’”’ about his 
door, that if their appetites were not as vig- 
orous as they are, and if the nature of their 
food were not such as it is, the insect 
plague of Pharaoh would visit the land, so 
that it would be darkened with the multi- 
tudes of the visitants, and that they would 
“eat every herb of the land, and all the 
fruit of the trees,’ and there would remain 
“not any green things in the trees or in the 
herbs of the fields."” The farmer who sees 
a robin or a catbird pecking away at a 
cherry is likely to shoot the bird, forgetting 
in his wrath at the fruit theft the good of- 
fices of the bird in killing the insects which 


‘would have devoured the husbandman’s 


trees, stalk, stem, leaf, and fruit. : 
Greedy Little Eaters. 

“A robin nestling, two-thirds grown, is fed 
by the mother bird every day food td the 
amount of four times the little one’s weight. 
The mother bird and the father bird, too, 
for that matter, probably eats proportion- 
ately the same amount. Now a little cai- 
culation will show what this means. An 
average robin household contains four chil- 
dren. Let it be assumed that each little one 
weighs three ounces. This will make a 
food supply of twelve ounces daily for each 
nestling, or forty-eight ounces for the four 
birdlings. During the same time the father 
and mother, unless they are starving them- 
selves for the benefit of the young, as some- 
times seems much more than probable, will 
eat one pound of food each, making a total 
for the robin family of.five pounds of prov- 
ender for the day. During the May month 
almost every bit of food consumed by old 
and young birds is of an insect nature, fruit 
forming but a small part of the diet. Early 
this summer a robin family was watched 
hourly, the head of the observer being with- 
in five feet of the nest, which the old birds 


visited fearlessly and fed their young, utter- 


ly ignoring the presence of six feet of hu- 
manity and a pair of staring eyes. A large 
part of the food which the redbreasts 
brought consisted of those green slugs which 
are seen so often feeding on the leaves and 
tender stems of the trees. It is this creature 
which invariably ‘‘humps” itself as it 
moves on its devasting way. Angle worms 
Were, perhaps, more in evidence as food than 
any other single species of crawler, though 
caterpillars were fed frequently. At times 
each bird would bring as many as three in- 
sects at once. The feeding process was con- 
stant from sunrise until sunset, the old birds: 
going not more than fifty yards from home 
for their food supply. 

Angle worms, grubs, slugs, and the like 
are heavy provender, and the estimate of 


_ twelve ounces a day for the young and six- 


teen ounces a day for the old is doubtless on 
the under side of extravagance. If a man 
should undertake to eat as much in pro- 
portion to his size as does a robin he would 
Supply his stomach every day with between 
60 and 1,000 pounds of solid matter, the 
Smount varying, of course, with his weight 
and stafure. A man 6 feet tall, weighing 180 
Pounds, in order to keep pace with the robin, 
t needs eat 720 pounds of solid matter a 
, and if he would do the same amount of 
geod in proportion to his size that a single 
does he should confine his diet to 
“pestiferous animal and plant nuisances.” 
A man’s stomach capacity is about four 


j 


and a half pounds. From this it readily ap- 
pears that if he is to run a race with the 
robin as an eater and public benefactor he 
must increase his stature about one foot for 
every extra pound of food taker into his 
stomach. 


Some Amazing Heures... 

It has been computed by Professor S. A. 
Forbes. director of the Illinois State Labora- 
tory of Natural History, that the birds of 
this State pick up in the course of a year 
7,200 injurious insects out of every acre of 
land in Illinois. The number of the bugs 
thus killed and eaten by the birds during 
the year is 250,000,000,000, a number that it 
would take some time to count. Professor 
Forbes also estimates that there are a t 
10,000 insects per acre in the whole ar 
On this basis it will be seen that the birds 
get away with each year more than two- 
thirde of the emall creeping and flying 
things in the State. If the bird operations 

were to be suspended the rate of increase of 
the insect hosts would be accelerated more 
than 70 per cent, and their number instead 
of remaining year by year about station- 
ary would be increased more than two-thirds 
every twelve months, and in twelve years, 
with the birds all dead, there would be one 
devouring insect for every square inch of the 
territory. In twenty-four years’ time every- 
thing that grows would be eaten up, the 
cattle would be dead of starvation, fhe fish 
dead in the streams, and man would live 
just as long as he could find other men to 
eat. 

To put it in another way, let it be said 
that every time by protective measures 
the number of birds has increased 1 
per cent, $66,000 ie saved to the State’s ag- 
ricultural interests. If the number of birds 
should be doubled, as might be done readily, 
the farmers, fruit growers, and nursery men 
of Illinois alone could count themselves 
$7,000,000 profit in a single year. | 

Nearly everybody shudders a bit when a 
spider crawls over his hand. Women some- 
times faint at spiders as they do at snakes. 
The little house wren, ne bigger than your 
thumb, is fond of spiders. A pair of wrens 
with a nest built in the top of a disused 
lamp post in a town of northern Illinois, 
carried sixty spiders by actual count to their 
young in an hour’s time. The wrens went 
back and forth between their lamp post 
habitation, and am old vine-covered wall 
as fast and as frequently as their little 
wings woulkd carry them. They had found 
out the spiders’ retreat, and though the in- 
sects were there by the thousands the birds 
succeeded in clearing the wall before the 
young were ready to forage for themselves. 
The record for a working day for this pair 
of wrens was 840 spiders. If their kindred 
throughout the country was equally as in- 
dustrious 1,680,000,000 spiders had their webs 
of life cut on each of those July days. Now 
@ wren perhaps will weigh one and one- 
quarter ounces. He unquestionably eats his 
weight in spiders and other small insects 
every day. Spiders have not the same 
weight for their size that have other bues. If 
they had the wren would outdo the robin. 
Spiders, however, are sprawly creatures, and 
cover much ground, and the wren eats about 
fifty times his apparent bulk every day, a 

task which if man should en- 
deavor to emulate would necessitate his 
eating something like 240 cubic feet of food 
a day. It is probably a wise provision of 
nature, however, that these tremendous ap- 
petites are restricted to the creatures who 
Hke a noxious diet, for if man ate in propor- 
tion to the birds not all the pampas of South 
America, the plains of this continent, or the 
steppes of Siberia could furnish food supply

week. 
Mistake of Killing Birds. 


The big yellow-hammer, flicker, pigeon, 
woodpecker—call him by any one of his 
thirty-six names as you will—is one of man's 
best friends. and yet the bird gets as much 
‘“‘cussing out’’ as any other creature in the 
feathered list. The flicker is fully as much 
of a ground bird as he is of a woodpecker. 
About half his time he spends on the lawns 
and among flower beds. Florists who have 
noticed that their plants were dying have 
often been struck by the fact that the 
blighting was coincident with the presence 
of the flicker in the flower bed. The aver-

Man 
eats about one-twenty-sixth of his weight a 
day. The chimney swallow eats about 104- 
26ths of its weightinaday. Now, if the food 
the chimney swift eats were in the same pro- 
portion to its bulk as man’s food is to his 
bulk the city would have fiying daily over 
the roofs of its skyscrapers winged creatures 
whose bodies would shadow the sun, and to 
kill which one would have go hunting with 
a 13-inch navy rifle. 

The wail comes out of the West that the 
locusts are destroying the crops. The locust 
is what is known to everybody as the grass- 
hopper. The scientists of Kansas, Ne- 
braska, and the Dakotas say that if the 
quail and prairie chicken had not been so 
wantonly killed they would hold the 
grasshopper plague in check. It, however, 
has been the farmer's belief that the prairie 
chicken and the quail would eat nothing but 
grain. A year or two ago two Chicago men 
went shooting prairie chicken down the 
State in Illinois. A farmer) friend took them 
to his land for their sport. He said that 
there were plenty of birtis and that they were 
hard at work eating up his corn. The Chi- 
cago men took home with them a fair bag 
of game. One of the sportsmen assisted at 
the operation of preparing the birds for the 
table. In the crop of every one was found 
a mass of grasshopper fragments, pretty 
well ground up between the bits of gravel 
which the birds had swallowed to aid diges- 
tion. Grain as an article of food was alto- 
gether absent. Of course, prairie chicken 
like grain, but the experience goes to show 
simply that when both grain and grasshop- 
pers are to be had they prefer erneahoppers.

It is true 
that his relations with the German Admiral, 
Von Diederichs, were not as pleasant as 
those with the commander of the British 
naval forces. It may be that in his heart. 
he believes that England is “the natural 
ally” of the United States. But never 
while in the possession of his senses would 
he give publicity to such sentiments as those 
ascribed to him, even if he entertained them. 
Other naval officers have been indiscreet.

The committee of the 
Excavations Palestine exploration fund 
in Judea. 


oeerr conducting excava- 
tions in Judea on the borders of ancient 
Philistia. The chief site excavated was a 
fortress on a hill aboye the Vale of Elah. 
The walls of the fortress were built upon 
accumulated débris dating back to an 
early time and the houses belonged to at 
least four periods. The most interesting 
discoveries were found in the débris, and 
the explorers say that from the objects un- 
earthed “‘we know how the inhabitants 
reaped their crops, ground their grain, baked 
their bread,. stored their water, made their 
wine and treacle.’””’ The datable objects 
also disclosed that the place probably was 


Jar handles, inscribed as “‘ Belonging to the 
King of Shocoh,”’ “‘ To the King of Hebron,” 
and “To the King of Ziph,”’ were algo found, 
and also a scarab bearing the name of 
Thothmes III., conqueror of this region. 
One of the other places now being excavated 
is Tell-es-Safl. usually regarded as the bib- 
lical Gath. Thousands of potsherds found 
on this site enable the excavators to deter- 
mine the periods represented in the débris, 
but investigations have not as yet proceeded 
far enough on this ancient site to develop 
much of interest and value.

If the eminent Professor Lombroso were 
able to look at Ivy Crabtree, the girl poi- 
soner of Carmi, Ill., he would discover at 
once in her features | the distinguishing 
marks of the “degenerate.” He would 
point to her ears, her chin, or her forehead 
as evidence that it was only natural she 
should follow in the footsteps of the Bor- 
gias. The Carmi doctors, not having Lom- 
broso’s trained eyes, dp not call the girl-a 
“ degenerate ” and point out the signs there- 
of. They say only that she is “ morally and 
mentally lacking in something,” but “ not 


above the average in those qualities.” |

COLLEGIANS AND BACHELOR MAIDS. 

Dr. Charles F. Thwing, President of 
Western Reserve University and Adelbert 
College, discusses in the Independent the 
causes which lead up/to the proposition 
that many college men do not marry at 
all, and also that many of them do not 
marry until late in life.

‘ Dealers’ object to paying a license 
' License. of a hundred dollars for 

| permission to do so, asked 
to have the city enjoined from enforcing the 
ordinance which imposes that license fee. 
The Judge to whom the application was made 
has refused to grant the injunction. Since 
the Supreme Court has held the ordinance 
valid he could not well do otherwise. Next 
week the decree in this case will be formally 
entered. Then there will be nothing to 
keep the city authorities from proceeding 
summarily against tobacconists who sell 
cigarets without a license. It will not be 
denied that the fee is large. Smaller deal- 
ers who pay it will not be able to get their 
money back, and, therefore, if they do not 


cigarets. Then their consumption will be 
reduced, and the ordinance will not have 
been passed in vain. For it was not enacted 
so much to raise revenue as to lessen the 
consumption of a harmful article. One 
great object was to protect the boys, so many 
of whom it is admitted have’ been injured 
irretrievably by the cigaret habit. The 
larger tobacco dealers will continue to keep 
cigarets, and will sell enough to cover the 
license fee, which they will pa¥. Other 
dealers, unless watched carefully, will sell 
without taking out licenses. If the mu- 
nicipal authorities are vigilant these offend- 
ers will be prosecuted. If the authorities 
are indifferent the ordinance will be disre- 
garded, the city will get no revenue, and the 
schoolboys will be able to get poisonous 
cigarets in every little neighborhood tobacco 
store.

It wae high time for him to doit, for silence 
‘on the part of an Executive of a State in 
which twenty-two negroes have been 
lynched in seven months might render him 
liable to the imputation of being in sym- 
pathy with mob violence. The Governor 
looks at the situation from various points 
of view, makes statements, some of which 
are correct and some are not, and suggests 
remedial measures, some of which are 
sound, while others are worthless. 

In seeking for the causes of lynchings 
Governor Candler first blames the carpet- 
baggers of the North, charging that their 

evil teachings have alienated the present 
generation of negroes and inflamed them 
against the whites. This is too absurd an 
accusation for controversy. Carpet- 
baggism is a dead issue, a long closed inci- 
dent, and has no more to do with lynching 
than the abolition movement or the late war 
with Spain. It has had no influence upon 
the present generation of negroes. Ifit ever 

had any influence it was upon the older 
weneration of negroes, who were not en- 
gaged in the commission of crimes for which 
so many of their race have been lynched, 
At least that is the inference to be gathered 
fyom the Governor’s statement. 

Governor Candler assigns as a more “ im- 
mediate cause” the intermeddling “ with 
the relations of the races in the South by 
fanatie¢s and fools who know nothing about 
the situation.” Instead of an “ immediate ” 
this ig an extremely remote cause. The 
“intermeddiers” are not in the South. 
They are in the North and principally in one 
or two.New England States. Intermeddling 
in Maine or Massachusetts has nothing to 
do with negro criminals in Georgia or Ala- 
bama, because they know nothing about 
it. It does not influence them in the least. 

Governor Candler assigns the crime of 
rape as one of the provoking causes of lynch- 
ing. He says: “Still it is true that rape, 
the crime which,jn nine cases out of ten, is 
the cause of immediate or remote lynching, 
is as much deplored by the better class of 
negroes as by the better clase of white men.” 
It is not true that rape in nine cases out of 

‘ten canseslynching. It ie barely in one case 
‘out of ten that rape is the cause, and yet 
this charge is persistently made by many 
‘Southern officials as well as newspapers as 
| an apology for lynching. If only those who 
have committed rape in the South were 
lynched there would have been but ten in 
the first seven months of this year instead 
of seventy-eight, and of these ten there was 
no proof in five of the cases. The victims 


anly suspected. Evidently Governor 
Candler does not speak from the card. He 
is only repeating a groundless accusation— 
one which is not supported by the statistics 
of lynching. 

When it comes to the remedy for this 
growing evil Governor Candler fails to 
recognize the most important one. He sug- 
gests the purification of politics. That is a 
good thing on general principles, although 
its direct relation to lynching is not clearly 
appareat. He has little faith in education, 
though, singularly enough, not one of the 
victims of lynching has belonged to the edu- 
cated ¢lass of negroes. There is not a 
graduate or a student of the higher schools, 
seminaries, or colleges for blacks to be found 
among these criminals. His panacea is “a 
qualified suffrage. The ballot must only 
be intrusted to the virtuous and intelligent.” 
Again on general principles this might be 
defended, but does Governor Candler be-

The true remedy, which the 
Governor ignores, is the enforcement of law. 
‘There is law enough in the South. There 
are courts enough, But what is the good 
of law jf it is not enforced and if the com- 
munity thinks it is “ too good for niggers ”? 
What is the use of courts if mobs are to 
usurp oad functions and hold them in con- 
tempt? If the courts had the moral sup- 
port of the people of Georgia and Governor 
Candler had the backbone to stand by them, 
even if jt took all the Sheriffs’ deputies and 
all the militia of the State, there would soon 
be a change. Even if it had no result in re- 
ducing erime, the criminals would be pun- 
ished legally and not illegally, and not one of 
them would escape paying the penalty for 
his crime. The State of Georgia would not 
be disgraced. Its determination to execute 
justice would be everywhere applauded. 


BIRDS WITH LITERARY FEATHERS. 

In an article in the latest number of 
Literature, Mr. Howells recalls the fact 
that the literary salon, even in Boston 
and New York, isa thing of the past. There 
was a time, says the writer, when there 
were houses where one could be sure of 
meeting authors, but even in those days 
“the real pleasure and profit of such re- 
unions came when they got to talking back- 
shop; when they left the counter and till 
for the wide field of human nature, and 
no longer concerned themselves with one 
another as authors, but as men and women.” 
Yet now Mr. Howells declares “the in- 
nate inability of birds of a feather to flock 
together with any real satisfaction has been 
demonstrated everywhere, and the disin- 
tegration of the literary circles with our- 
selves seems to have followed a universal 
law.” | 

If this be true of Boston and New York 
it must be true of Chicago also, for this 
city is never behind either in matters of 
organization or disintegration, yet what 
seems to have been more clearly demon- 
strated here is the inability of birds of 
literary feathers to flock with birds that 
have none. Where does one ever meet the 
few literary lights of Chicago? Do they 
not dwell upon lonely peaks and pay for 
their altitude with isolation?

of giving India a legal 

tender gold currency, which it has not had 
for over sixty years, is to be tried. The 
Indian mints are to be opened to the unre- 
stricted coinage of gold, and the sovereign 
is to be made a legal tender and the current 
coin. The mints are to remain closed to 
silver, and no more rupees are to be coined 
until it js found that more are needed be- 
cause the proportion of gold in the currency 
exceeds the requirements of the public. For 
the last few years India has had an ex- 
clusively silver currency, which has been 
kept much above its bullion value, not by 


gold redemption but by a limitation ofthe 


coinage. The rupee has had a scarcity value. 
But while this system has checked measur- 
ably the depreciation in value of the rupee 


‘and given India a more stable currency, it 


cannot be maintained indefinitely. It has 
many defects. Therefore the authors of 
this system have always looked forward to 
the day of the adoption of the gold standard. 
They believe the time has come. There is 
no reason to believe that there will be no 
gold to edédin when the Indian mints are 
opened to that metal. It is asserted that 
there are tens of millions of dollars’ worth 
of gold hidden away in India which will 
come to ight the moment the gold standard 
is adopted. If that be so, and there is no 


reason to doubt it, India can be given a | 


gold coimage without the gold stocks of 
Europe and America being drawn on appre- 
ciably. The free silverites will view with 
disfavor this action of the Indian govern- 
ment. It ‘will deprive them of one or two 
pet arguments. But there is no help for it. 
Nothing is left them but to cry out that 
‘*the Rothschilds have captured India.”’ 


OVERCROWDED CHICAGO AND LONDON, 


Chicage has been brought face to face 
with some ugly facts in regard to the tene- 
ments and lodging-houses and “ cave 
dwellers” of this city within the last two 
weeks. Even in this city, with the bound- 
less prairie stretching away indefinitely and 
inviting to settlement, the plaint of the 
poor in the overcrowded cities of the old 
world has been heard. By State and 
municipal regulation much can be done to 
benefit this class, as conditions of life in 
an American city are far more flexible 
than in Paris or London. That the State 
inspection law will be beneficial in restrict- 
ing aggregations of dwellers in basements 
and rickéty tenement and lodging houses 
in this city has already been shown. Chi- 
cago, happily, has had its attention called 
to the subject in time and has taken hold 
of the subject in a practical way which can 
not fail to produce results. 

As regards London, the city where the 
problem of the housing of the poor has 
received the greatest attention and where, 
also, it may be added, attention is most 
needed, a pamphlet, entitled “ No Room to 
Live; the Plaint of Overcrowded London,” 
has recently been issued by the Daily News 
of that city. This brochure, evidently writ- 
ten by one who has made a careful study 
of the subject, shows that in London the 
problem is not one altogether of poverty, 
but of actual scarcity of habitations. The 
pictures it draws and the facts it gives 
of the terrible overcrowding and herding 
of families—men, women, boys, and girls 
all together in a single room—are a sad 
comment) upon modern civilization. It 
would be difficult to find less regard for 
the decencies of life in the lowest quarters 
of a crowded city of China or India or 
any other quarter of the globe. 

It is found, too, upon examination,that the 
rent paid for these scant and in most cases 
extremely unsanitary quarters is high—a 
fact which explains the indifference of 
landlords without a conscience. When the 
poorest tenement is readily rented at a 
high price there is but little inducement 
to landlords to improve these miserable 
lodgings. Nothing but the strong hand of 
the law can deal with this class of offend- 
ers against the primary requisites of civ- 
ilized existence—cleanliness and room to 
live. pectable workmen, able to pay 
for better lodgings, cannot find them, and 
thus, in many cases, are compelled to ac- 


cept dirty, unsanitary quarters. 


The writer of the pamphlet mentioned 
says there are in London “ 900,000 people 
living mote than two in a room, with less 
than 400 cubic feet of space to each per- 
son.” This amount of space, it will be 
remembered, is prescribed by the new law 
in Illinois in regard to lodging-houses and 
is deemed the minimum requisite to health- 
ful existence. London has done much and 
is planning to do more to remedy a bad 


condition of affairs, and the situation is 


already in a fair way to be changed for 
the better. The London workmen in recent 
years have gradually been going to the 
suburbs of the big city, the low and special 
transportation granted them by the 
in the early morning and late 


evening hours making it possible for them 
to exchange filthy London quarters for @ 
modest cottage miles from the heart of 
the metropolis.

/noon, fired the shots which ended Heureauy’s 
fe, he avenged not only the murder of his father, 
but that of scores of others who had been killed 
at the dictator’s word—some with a faint show

| guised assassination. Throughout his career 
‘Heureaux showed a coritempt for human life 
which was scarcely matched In the days of the 
Huguenot struggle in France, He conquered hig 
' foes with knife and bullet, ignoring modern dipio. 
_macy and political intrigue for the surer methods 
of hired assassin or firing squad. Ostensibly the 
'President of a republic, he was, in fact, as ab. 
‘solute a monarch as ever wore &@ crown, and he 
‘held the life of every citizen of his beautiful js. 
land country in his hand. 


| Heureaux was unique in his generation. 
‘unbending will, endowed with much intellectual 
‘force, and possessed of great courage, he strove 
‘honestly for the people of his fatherland, bug 
‘with methods which found their only counterpart 
‘in the middle ages. In the less than fifty years of 
‘his life, he rose from a half-breed peasant to the 
‘dictatorship of San Domingo, and in the thirteen 
‘years of his administration he materially ad- 
‘vanced the country in civilization, welding out 
‘of a mass of half savage brigands an army of con. 
‘siderable strength, and butiding up a financial 
‘system which brought prosperity to his people, 
‘He established schools, compelled a degree of edu- 
cation in the cities, and fostered a commerce 
‘which increased a hundred fold under his care. 
‘His people looked upon him either with a devotion 
‘akin to idolatry, or with horror and fear, for his 
‘vigorous personality admitted of no lukewarm 
‘sentiment. Whether they loved or hated him, 
‘they obeyed him without question. — 

| 


| Thirty years ago, an ill-clad, half-starved mu- 
latto boy from the hills of the interior, he joined 
‘as a private the so-called army. It was a lawless, 
Impotent mob when Private Heureaux found it, 
‘controlled by corrupt politicians and in¢éompetent 
‘Generals. Despite a withered arm, which was 
‘almost useless, Heureaux developed into a good 
soldier, and soon rose from the ranks to an unde> 
offcership. His genius for organization devel- 
‘oped, and by rapid promotions the young officer 
advanced until he became commander-in-chief. 
‘Then came the turbulent days of 1885-'86, and in 
the disorder of the time Heureaux found his op- 
portunity. . With his power as head of the army, 
he forced his election as President, and thence. 
forth, to the hour of his death, despite dozens of 
desperate attempts to displace him, he firmly 
maintained his on. 

_ His political career abounded in stirring epi- 
sodes. He established an elaborate secret service 
and through it his life was saved many times, 
‘Many of his spies were women, and through them 
he was able, time and again, to crush incipient 
rebellions and stamp out plots against his life. 
He administered himself**‘ the high justice, tha 
middle, and the low,’’ and the luckless plotter 
found tn him Judge and jury. When he deemed 
it unwise to order a military execution, the victim 
of his displeasure met his fate at home or in a 
dark street at the hands of one of the President's 
secret agents. ' | 


Theé-visitor to Santo Domingo, the capital of the 
republic, found evidence of the terror-inspiring 
character of Heureaux’s rule on every hand, 
From the moment of landing the footsteps of the 
tourist were dogged night and day by detectives. 
The residents were shy in their intercourse with 
strangers, and it was almost impossible to secure 
from them expressions of opinion on any subject 
touching the President or his policy. When it was 
possible, however, to find a Dominican who was 
willing to talk of the life of Heureauz, the stories 
told had the flavor of old-time romance. One of 
the striking instances of the President's personal 
courage is to be found in the story of his suppres- 
sion of the “ Santiago’ rebellion a few years 
ago. Santiago is inland from the famous Samana 
, and at a distance from the capital which 
made it possible for the residents to foment trouble 
with the possibility of escaping immediate pun- 
ishment. Here a band of malcontents from all 
parts of the tsland gathered and soon succeeded 
in enlisting the sympathies of almost the entire 
population of the town. Encouraged by the fact 
that the terrible President was several days’ 
journey distant, the ringleaders finally became 
bold enough to issue a manifesto declaring Heu- 
eaux a monstrous tyrant, and urging an uprising. 
Great posters were printed bearing the Picture of 
@ coffin and calling on all patriots to aid in ridding 
the fatherland of its oppressor. 
. The government secret service soon apprised the 
President of the affair, and in his usua) pictur- 
esque manner he proceeded with preparations for 
revenge. He ordered made a rough, black coffin, 
and putting it aboard his little armored yacht, he 
took a detail of soldiers and sailed around the 
coast for Santiago. Landing with thirty soldiers, 
he started on the twenty-five-mile horseback 
‘journey inland, and, arriving within a few miles 
of the town, halted his company and spent the 
night. Just before dawn, with two soldiers bear- 
ing the coffin, he entered the city, leaving the 
troop behind. The town bugler was aroused, and,

Nothing Slow About Rushville. 


Rushville, Rush County, was a few days 
belated with its contribution to the current 
literature on this absorbing topic. The 
Rushville correspondent of the Indianapolis 
News sent up this telegram: ‘“* William Pea 
of Rushville was attacked by a blacksnake 
this morning while building a fence near 
Goddard’s Church. The snake measured 
seven feet and two inches and was large. 
When cut open four young rabbits were 
found inside.” 

The telegraph editor who received the 
story added to the last sentence, “‘ in a com- 
atose condition,” and then continued: ‘‘ One 
of the rabbits showed signs of life 0g com- 
ing to the fresh air, and after a little brisk 
manipulation revived completely and soon 
scampered off to a blackberry patch and was 
seen no more. It is supposed the snake 


charmed the rabbits before swallowing ‘ 


them, and thus the one which came to life 
Was able to live some hours in a mesmeric 
state in the reptile’s stomach.’’

Danizeal served an apprenticeship at an 
optician’s bench in Philadelphia, and always 
had odd theories as to the refraction of light 
and the effect on different retinas. These 
theories led to his discharge by the optician 
whom he served. While laid up with rheu- 
matism in Brown County, near Sugar 
Grove, he came into possession of several 
small gartersnakes, and the lads of the 
neighborhood, knowing he was making a 
collection, would bring him blacksnakes by 
dozen and one or ‘two rattlers. With 
these Mr. Danizeal experimented. He 
quickly discovered that the blacksnake was 
more accomplished in the art of fascinating 
birds than snakes of other species. Several 


of these reptiles he killed in boiling water, | 
explaining that he wished to get their eyes 


in a perfect condition, something which 
could not be accomplished in killing the 
_ by violent impact. 


Charm Is in the Lens. 


Now comes Mr. Danizeal with a report of 


his*discovery. He finds the peculiar refrac- 
tion of the sunlight by the lens of a snake's 
eye is what dazzles or rather confuses the 
retina of a bird’s eye and, leaves the bird 
helpless to its enemy. His technical dis- 
Sertation on this theory is too elaborate 
and too complex for the average lay mind, 
but in substance it is to the effect that the 
ray of light reflected back from the snake’s 
eye is so split up that, should it be thrown 
oh an opposite retina, the opposite retina 
sees objects in a distorted and vague way, 
80 horribly distorted, in fact, that the Op- 
tical nerve is sadly wrenched and the brain 
of the creature inspired with fear. The 
power of the snake plays no part in this 
process, and Mr. Danizeal holds that the

LTHOUGH the prediction was freely 
made before the assembling of the 
international conference ;at The 
Hague that no practica] results would 
be accomplished, it is now apparent 

to the President and his Cabinet that several 
important propositions looking to the peace- 
ful settlement of international differences 
and to the lessening of the hardships of war 
will be adopted. ) 
The prospect of favorable action is natur- 
ally extremely gratifying to the Washington 


government because of the active part 
played by the American delegates to The 


Hague conference and the advanced proposi- 
tions they have submitted, all of which, 
‘with the exception of that relating to the 
'protection of private property at sea, have 
been accepted to a greater or less extent. 
The activity of the American'delegates was 
‘also gratifying to the Russian government, 
whose representative in Washington, Count 
‘Cassini, has taken occasion to compliment. 
The Ambassador has insig¢ted from the 
first that the outcome of the conference 
‘would be of the most satisfactory character, 
and before his recent departure for Europe 
consented to make this statement concern- 
ing the conference and the purpose of the 
Czar in issuing his famous invitation which 
resulted in its occurrence 1 


Position of Russian Government. 


“While perhaps the conference at The 
Hague will not accomplish ali that the Em- 
peror of Russia desired when he issued his 
invitation to the powers to participate, I am 
confident that results will be accomplished 
which will be beneficial to the world at 


‘“‘In any event I think it will be generally 


i conceded that the conference means a be- 


ginning in the direction of a higher civiliza- 
tion. Even should it adjourm without the 
adoption of a formal set of resolutions rec- 
ommending to the several governments cer- 
tain negotiations to ameliorate the hardships 
of war, or the adoption of a plan of general 
arbitration, etc., the discussion will cer- 
tainly be important in defining the positions 
occupied by each nation op the various 
questions under advisement;’ and splendid 
results will eventually follow in consequence. 
To my mind, the fact of the sitting of the 
conference is an indication of the advance 
made in our civilization, and I am satisfied 
that its conclusions will make their value 
felt in the century which will soon begin. 
“I have seen it stated im newspapers, com- 
ing from persons of more or less impor- 
tance and prominence, that in mak- 
ing his appeal to the § various na- 
tions to participate in the conference = his 
Majesty the Czar-was actuated by a desire 
to prevent impending war ahd to postpone 
hostilities until Russia was in a position, 
financially and forcibly, to defend herself. 
It has also been asserted that the Russian 
government desired to avert war until the 
great Transsiberian railroad was complete. 
Such statements are absolutely false. The 
idea of holding the conference suggested it- 
self to the Emperor before he ascended the 
throne, and is in accordance with the views 
entertained by his illustrious father. The 
Czar should be given the entire credit of 
putting the subject in practical shape. It is 
emphatically not the notion of others put 
forward under the guise of the Emperor. 
I have had the honor of a number of audi- 
ences with his Majesty, and he has always 
surprised me by his broad grasp of all im- 
portant matters and his astonishing fund 
of general information. As his subject, I

When 
apppdinted to the post|at Peking at that time 
I was informed by the late Czar Alexander 
that he had sent me to a most important 
station; that China |would become -the ab- 
sorbing question of the future. And cer- 
tainly recent events have amply justified his 
contlusions. | 
“To return to The Hague conference. 
Believing that it would be to the interest of 
the governments of [Europe and the world 
as well to limit armaments, to soften the 
hardships of hostilities, to agree upon a plan 
for ithe peaceful settlement of disputes, etc,, 
the Emperor drew up his famous invitation 
to the world, of which the conference is the 
first fruit. The Czar knows the great ex- 
pense inseparably linked with the race be- 
tween the governments of Europe to outstrip 
one another in the matter of providing more 
effective armaments for their troops. Thus 
in one country an invention of a destructive 
rifla is made today and that state is imme- 
diately equipped with this new weapon. To- 
morrow another country becomes the pos- 
sessor of even a more effective gun and her 
army is at once supplied with the new arm. 


Disarmament Not Sought. 

“To prevent itself| from being at a dis- 
tinct disadvantage in case of war, the first 
government is compelled to discard the 
weapon but barely supplied and to buy the 
better arm of the rival. The greater the 
expenditure the more severe, of course, the 
burden upon the people and the inoffensive 
husbandman; and it was in the interest of 
these humble toilers,; as well as in that of 


their frequently hard-pushed governments, | 


that the Czar was induced to suggest a con- 
ference agreeing upon a limitation to such 
armamerrts. I have seen the word disarma- 
ment frequently used/in connection with the 
Czar’s proposition, but that is an error. 
What the Czar desirés is to apply the brake 
to ithe train of events which is carrying 
the; nations of Europe to destruction or 
bankruptcy in anticipation of war. 

‘Now that the whole world is at peace, it 


seems to me that the nations should be 


willing to make an agreement designed to 
continue the present happy condition. 
China, though a land of complications, does 
not promise any dangerous development im- 
mediately. The arrangement recently en- 
tered into by Great Britain and by Russia 
regarding their respective zones of influ- 
ence in the empire will, I believe, prevent 
any irritating controversies between those 
‘governments. I am) satisfied that the ef- 
fect of the agreement has been excellent 
upon the conference, | 
“iT am especially delighted at the interest 
shown by the American government through 
its 'delegates, and I'am hopeful that good 
results will follow in consequence. The 
representatives accredited by the United 
States are all able and distinguished men 
and easily stand on @ par with those repre- 
senting the most powerful European courts. 
view of the interest shown by the con- 
ferees, reflecting as |they do the spirits of 
their respective states, it seems to me the 
outlook is excellent for the adoption of 
resolutions contributive to the maintenance 
of peace; and while they may not be as com- 
prehensive as the Czar desires, they will 
certainly mark a distinct advance in our 
civilization.’’

There are three 


varieties of peanuts, roughly speaking—the 
“Jumbo,” or giant kind, which is only used 
for certain kinds of confections and candies;

Whether because of 
their name or no, the latter kernels are 
rather unpopular at present, althaugh they 
are the best of all for salting or table use, 
and for the genuine Spanish nuts Americans 
have no more use or respect nowadays than 
they have for the Spanish infantryman. 
Romantically considered, the Spanish pea- 
nut, like the matador or the Castilian dan- 
cer, is all right; practically considered, the 
nuts grown from vines of American graft- 
ing at least are far and away more valuable. 

More and more peanuts are used every year 
in Chicago and the West.

Nowadays the head of one

potatoes. There is no better material in the 
world to grow strong and wholesome upon 
than the contents of good, healthy peanut 
shells, and for between-meal lunches for 
children they far surpass the time-honored 
cracker. Especially is this true in cases of 
insufficient nutrition, anemia, or lack of 
proper material for the building up of the 
nerve and bone tissues. The excess of oily 
matter which renders it impossible for so 
many people to eat freely of other nuts is 
not present in regard to the peanut. It is 
for this reason that the verdict of the food 
students and the food producers is unani-

Profit in the Business. 

That a bag of peanuts constitutes a re- 
markably inexpensive hunger-fighter most 
people are aware. Few people, on the con- 
trary, are aware of the large element of 
profit which accrues from the commercial 
handling of the humble peanut+to some 
people. The peanut grower seldom grows 
rich, the large dealer reaps but a moderate 
profit, and the girls who see to it that only 
fine and perfect nuts fly past them on the 
swiftly moving hopper belt only go to Enrope 
occasionally, but the peanut vender makes 
about $25 on every hundredweight of pee- 
nuts which he handles. Realizing this fact

At first he was in doubt as to 
whether a reception or a dinner would be 
more ‘appropriate, but judgment was in 
favor of the former because it would be 
more popular in character and would grant 
to a multitude of people an opportunity to 
meet the naval hero and shake hande with 
him. Eves so, there will have to bea Mmit 
set. upon the number of persons admitted on 
‘the occasion, and this will be easily managed 
nnder the new rules of the Executive Man- 
‘sion, which require cards of invitation be 
shown at the door.
